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M U RD EK EK SUTTON. 
E xecution c f the Slayer of A lexander 
M artin—H is R itter Speech. 
Oakland, January 6th.—Nathan B. Sut­ 
ton was hanged to-day for the murder of 
Alexander Martin, which occurred near 
Livermore, on the 15!h of November. The 
circumstances of the crime, briefly stated, 
are as follows : “ While Alexander Martin 
was driving some of liis stock c¡tf of the 
ranch of his neighbor, Nathan B. Sutton, 
nine miles from Livermore, the latter came 
out of his house and shot him with a W in­ 
chester rdie. He then went and informed 
the dead man’s sister, and went back and 
•tood guard over the body until Deputy 
Sheriff Schaffer and the Town Marshal of 
Livermore went out to the ranch, when he 
delivered himself up to them.” 
At 9 a. m Sherifl Hale read the death 
warrant to Sutton, who took the reading 
•oolly and did not betray the slightest emo­ 
tion. 
OB THE SCAFFOLD. 
At 12:0.5 p. u . the condemned man came 
out of the rear dour of the jail on tlie urm 
of Sheriff Hale. He was cool and collected 
and walked to the foot of the scaffold and 
up to the platform with a firm step. The 
Sheriff and Sutton were followed by Under 
Sheriff W. 8. Harlow, Deputies Woolsey, 
Jamieson, Irwin, Trefrv and Browse, Cap- 
ain John Rodgers, Chief Deputy Sherifl of 
Kan Francisco, Sheriff Gardner of Marin 
county, ai d ex-Deputy Sheriff Wilson of 
San Francisco. 
HIS STATEMENT. 
At a sign from the Sheriff that he could 
proceed with his statement, Sutton, who 
«eemed to be suffering from a cold in the 
head, drew out his handkerchief, wiped his 
face and deliberately drew lorth his state­ 
ment from an inside pocket, stepped for­ 
ward, and with a steady voice slowly and 
distinctly read from four papes of closely- 
written note paper. 
The statement consisted of his version of 
the difficulty with deceased, and went to 
show that he (Sutton) had been continu­ 
ously imposed upon. He wound up as fol­ 
lows : 
" My idea was at the time ot the (rial and 
at the refusal to grant a new trial, that the 
Judge and jury were influenced more by 
the crocodile tears shed by Mrs. Martin, 
she-devil, than they were by a spirit of jus­ 
tice, and I feel that I will be able to bring 
down a swift and horrible vengeance <m 
the beads of the Martins who have caused 
me so much trouble; on that blackhearted 
perjurer. Ed. Connell, of Livermore, and 
on the heads of the jury that convicted 
me, and on the head of the Judge that de­ 
nied me a continuance of my case when he 
knew that J had been unfortunate enough 
to employ what proves to be a drunken 
brute for an attorney. I will bring down a 
vengeance that will be a warning to all 
Judges and juries for a century to come, 
an 11 will now take the liberty’to predict 
that the people of Alameda county will 
biderly regret the day that they put the 
rope around my neck.” 
Sutton made a written request to Sheriff 
Hale that his body be turned over to the 
Medical College of the University, and that 
his bones be set up so that if any of his 
relatives should visit California they might, 
if they wished, see what was once N. B. 
Sntton. 
THE EXECUTION. 
At the conclusion of the address, which 
occupied about eight minutes' reading, he 
bowed to those assembled in the jail-yard 
and stepped back on the trap, wuere the 
straps were adjusted by Deputies Trefry 
and Jamieson. Deputy Woolsey put the 
noose over Sutton's head. As he did so 
Sutton said to him, with a smile, that he 
would have a better chance if he would 
take his collar off. Deputy Trefry then 
put on the black cap. Sutton shook hands 
with Sheriff Hale and jailer Woolsey, after 
which the Sheriff sprung the trap—at 12:16 
p. M. The fall was 6 feet !> inches. The 
neck of the condemned man was broken 
and the head almost torn from the body. 
Both carotid arteries were severed, and the 
blood spouted out. 
The sight was a sickening one, and 
•aused most of the spectators to turn their 
backs and leave the Court-vard.

W a sh in g to n , January 6th.—The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has issued a bulletin 
of 496 pages on the subject of foods and 
food adulterations. 
(J. A. Crampton, 
Assistant Chemist, is its author, and he in­ 
dorses and recommends the passage by 
Congress of the bill passed by tlie New 
York Legislature last June, to define pure 
wines, half-wines, made wine, and adul­ 
terated wines, and to regulate the manu­ 
facture and sale of half-wines and made 
wines, and to prohibit the manufacture or 
sale of adulterated wines in New York. 
1 
On the bubject of the dilution or water­ 
ing of wine. Professor Crampton says : “ In 
Dr. Baitmert’s work, which has already 
been alluded to, and to which I shall have 
occasion to refer frequently, as constituting 
—small as it is—the only published inves­ 
tigation of American wines and adulter­ 
ations, none of the samples fell below the 
German standard in point of extract. On 
the other hand, nearly all the white wines 
submitted to complete the analysis fell be­ 
low tbe standard, and two of the red wines, 
and a large number of the samples ana­ 
lyzed by Parsons also fell below it. 
“ That this limit is not placet! at too high 
a figure for California wines, at least seems 
evident from a study of the table I have 
prepared of Prof. Hilgard’s analysis of 
pure wines, from which it appears that 
only one series of analysis give a minimum 
below it, while the averages are above it. 
It might possibly be too low for Virginia 
wines, but the majority of those that fell 
below it were of California origin.” 


LIV IN G O FF T H E D E A D .

Men were stationed at the 
entrance of every cemetery with huriai 
permits made out in blank, with orders to 
colled a dollar from every funeral. The 
8cb-me raised an awful row among the 
undertakers, but worked well for the town. 
THEY WANT A MONOPOLY. 
Another corporation wilt soon make ap­ 
plication to the Board of Supervisors for 
more land. The corporation, if successful, 
will name the new ground the G rman 
Methodist Episcopal Cemetery. Tne tax­ 
payers of the town are up in arms.

W a sh in g to n , January 6th.—There was a 
full meeting of the House Committee on 
Elections to-day to consider the Thoebe- 
Carlisle contested election case. The con­ 
testant, Thoebe, was present with his 
counsel, Messrs. Sypher and Steever, of this 
city. No one formally represented the 
Speaker. 
Sypher began the presentation of Thoebe's 
case, taking up first the brief already sub­ 
mitted with the record, which assumes as 
the basis of the case that tlie Slate election 
laws were violated in the appointment of 
Judges of Election. This infraction of the 
law, he asserted, was sufficient to warrant 
a favorable consideration of Thoebe's claim, 
but if the committee did not agree in this 
vie v lie was prepared to present evidence 
to satisfy them ot his client’s election. The 
record alone would not reveal the facts in 
the case, and it was the duty of the com­ 
mittee to send a sub-committee to tlie dis­ 
trict to asceitain the facts. 
Important 
papers had been destroyed, as he could 
prove by affidavits. Taking up the details 
of the case, Sypher said that on the night 
of the election it became apparent to the 
Judges of Election at Covington that 
Carlisle had been defeated by more than 
2,000 votes.CUTTING VP THE J0I1. 
At 1 o'clock they sent for Carlisle and 
brought him to the house of a friend. He 
(Sypher) could give the name of that friend 
and the location of tlie house, but would 
not do so unless the committee urged him, 
as he did not wish to state all he knew at 
this stage of the case. Alter consulting 
with Carlisle they telegraphed to have the 
returns of the outside counties withheld. 
"W ho are ‘they’?’’ inquired Heard. 
“W hy, friends of Carlisle,” replied 
Sypher. He said it was a fact that the re­ 
turns of six outlying counties were with­ 
held for five days, and Carlisle had pub­ 
licly copfessed that he was defeated. 
“You do not attach any importance to 
this point?” suggested Heard. 
"No, I just mention it,” replied Sypher. 
"Hayes, I think, confessed to defeat at 
first,” said Heard. 
“Yes,” replied Sypher, “and I think he 
ought to have stuck to it." 
“ doctored” returns. 
Sypher said that in seven or eight pre­ 
cincts of Carroll county the poll-book* 
were written, signed and certified, as to all 
the names, in one hand-writing, and it was 
evident that all must have been written 
after election day by one man, as he could 
not have been in all the precincts at once 
on election day. 
Sypher next’read the affidavit oí John J. 
Pierce. Pierce tells that the signatures on t! e 
poll-books were in one hand—“ a peculiar 
hand”—while the signatures of the elec­ 
tion officers were in different handwritings. 
LOST BY NEGLECT. 
Counsel said that Carlisle had failed of 
election through neglect. 
In some pre­ 
cincts no tickets were printed until 3 
o'clock, and there was virtually no election 
in some precincts. In one case only the 
three Judges voted, two for Carlisle and 
one for Thoebe. In Boone county 200 
votes were cast on election day, but the re­ 
turns finally showed 567 votes. 
In Carroll county there was practically 
no election. 
H e’ could show that the 
voters had failed to go to the polls on elec­ 
tion day, but when they found that Carlisle 
had been defeated, 
THEY VOTED THE NEXT DAY. 
Not only was this the case in Carroll county, 
but in every one of the outlying counties. 
Sypher quoted from a statement by J- J. 
Blakely, who was, lie said, a prominent 
Democrat and an attorney of Covington, 
to the effect that 2i names appeared to have 
been added to the names on one of the 
poll-books after the signatures of the Judges 
had been entered. 
After the election seven of Carlisle's 
friends met and sent forC olonelW .lt. 
Nelson. They told him Carlisle had been 
defeated, and wanted him to assist in de­ 
vising some means of changing the result. 
Thereupon Colonel Nelson left, declaring 
that he could take no part. 
“ CARLISLE DARE NOT CONTRADICT THIS, 
GENTLEMEN !” 
Said Sypher. Counsel next took up an 
affidavit by the contestant to the effect that 
Carlisle’s friends 
had corrupted his 
(Thoebe's) attorney and induced him to 
abandon the case and suppress the testi­ 
mony. Sypher said that they had been 
given the name of the man who had pur­ 
chased the attorney (Wood), and if their 
informants told the truth that man was a 
relative of Carlisle’s. Tlie price named for 
Wood was $'250. 
Touching Carlisle's refusal to join him in 
taking testimony, Sypher remarked : “He 
did not dare to meet tne 1 He dare not gtv 
now into that district and take testimony !’’ 
MONEY IN XT FOR SOMERODY. 
Thoebe's affidavit was next read, wherein 
he accuses Wood of delaying tlie taking of 
testimony, and with telling him (Thoebe) 
there might be money in it for both of 
them if he would withdraw from the con­ 
test. 
Sypher declared that there was 
enough evidence in his brief to warrant the 
committee in seating his client, but if they 
(lid. not think so certainly there was at Jeas* 
Sufficient grounds for ft reopening of the 
case. “ W ith what is Carlisle here before 
the committee? Nothing—not even a cer­ 
tificate of election. Either he knows he 
has no case, or he is going to throw himself 
upon the mercy of the Court.” 
BEWAEE OF THE WORKERS. 
In conclusion, he told the committee that 
it was known to those interested that both 
of the old parties had been coquetting with 
the Industrial party—both seeking its votes 
in the next campaign—and the committee 
could not afford to refuse to investigate the 
claims of this workingman. Thoebe, in the 
face of tbe disclosures he had made to the 
committee. 
THOEBE STATES HIS CASE. 
The contestant, Thoebe, next made a 
statement to the committee. He said he 
was born iu the same county with the 
Speaker, forty-three years ago. After the 
election he bad told Wood that if Carlisle 
had one more vote than he (Thoebe) had, 
he ought to take the seat. In one county 
witness was informed lie liad received 
thirty-five vot s, but when Wood went 
down there he was informed that no 
vo'es had been cast for him. In July, 
Wood, referring to witness’ case, said : “’ I 
don't know what can be done about it.” 
Wood also told him on several occasions 
that money could be made out of the case. 
Other persons hail told him the same thing. 
Two Democratic workers—one of them 
witness' brother-in-law, had called upon 
him and remarked that if he would not 
push the case he could make money out of 
it and 
ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS WAS A GOOD THING 
TO HIVE. 
If the case were reopened it would be 
found that he was elected by 600 majority. 
He (Thoebe) had been a strong Democrat, 
but for three or lour years had been an 
Independent. It the committee refused to 
reopen the case the workingmen would 
say : *• Had Thoebe been a Democrat, or 
had he been a lawyer, they would have 
listened to him .” Let the committee show 
tbe toiling millions eith. r that Thoebe was 
elected, or was not elected. If the case 
was decided against him he would 
GO BACK TO HIS FACTORY 
And work, but be would not quit voting. 
Cooper—“ If things are as you say, what’s 
the use of voting?" 
Thoebe—“ That's what I say." 
Sypher presented a resolution that the 
papers in tbe case be printed and referred 
to a select committee, to be charged with 
an investigation of the Congressional elec­ 
tion in the Sixth District of Kentucky. 
In the secret iession the proceedings were 
confined to tbe reading of several of the 
affidavits, and without an attempt to come 


to an agreement upon the propositions 
submitted by Thoebe's counsel, the com­ 
mittee adjourned Until to-morrow. ' 
THE CARLISLE MEN CONFIDENT. 
W a sh in g ton , January 6th.—In Thoebe’s 
appeal to the House Committee on Elec­ 
tions to-day lie said: “All I ask is fair 
play. If Carlisle was elected by one ma­ 
jority, I don’t want the seat." 
The most interesting suggestion is that 
Genera! Butler, of Massachusetts, may come 
on Thoebe’s behalf. 
Speaker Carlisle’s friends say to-night 
that he will insist upon the fulltst investi­ 
gation that Thoebe can desire, and that 
they wiil demonstrate the absolute ab­ 
surdity of his claim.

M erchants O bject to C urrying S trik ing 
W ork m en on T heir B ook s.

R ead in g, January 6'k.—“ Can we afford 
to carry the striking miners on our books ?” 
is the question seriously considered by 
every merchant, shoe-dealer, grocer and 
tradesmen in Schuylkill county to-day. 
“ During tlie strike in 1879,” said a promi­ 
nent merchant of Pottsville to-day, “ Over 
200 firms were either sold out by the Sher­ 
iff or granted extensions. Out of this 
number not more than thirty fully recov­ 
ered front the blow.” it is estimated that 
the lusses sustained by the merchants ex­ 
ceeded $800,000. Some lost everything. 
One man is said to have lost $50,000 alone. 
In view of this fact, it is believed that 
many merchants will either refuse to lay 
in new stocks or get out of business. They 
cannot stand a prolonged strike and do a 
credit business. Should the firms decide 
to take a stand (and such action is not im­ 
probable) many persons are of tlie opinion 
that the strike will be short-lived. 
ANOTHER ORDER TO QUIT WORK. 
Only a small quantity of coal was mined 
by the Reading Company to-day, probably 
250 cars, all told. The s'rike is about as 
general now as it is possible to make it. 
There is absolutely nothing doing any­ 
where, except at two collieries. 
A committee of the Miners’ and Labor­ 
ers' Amalgamated Association and Knights 
of Labor held a long session in Pottsville 
to-day, and decided to call out the miners 
at all the individual collieries who ship 
over the Reading road. The members say 
they will not permit the coal mined by 
these men to be handled by the train hands 
recently employed by the Reading Com­ 
pany to take the places of its strikers. 
INDIVIDUAL COLLIERS IN A DILEMMA. 
The Lincoln Colliery, in Williams Valley, 
near Pine Grove, operated by Miller ot Co., 
is also idle. A committee of Knights of 
Labor called on Miller this morning and 
he told them he could not pay the advance, 
as he lifid been informed by the Reading 
officers that if he did the company would 
refuse to furnish cars. From this it may 
be safely said that the Reading company 
will not supply any of the individual col­ 
lieries with cars beyond a limited number. 
Most of the individual collieries in the 
Schuylkill district, although not the largest, 
are among the best of the region, end their 
coal ia always marketable. 
If they could 
be kept at work at the increase which has 
been tillered—and which nearly all are 
willing to pay—there is no doubt the 
striking Rea ling miners could be sustained 
for a long time. The men at the individual 
collieries pledgee! themselves to stand by 
the Reading miners. The officials know 
this, mid it is not likely they will allow 
themselves to be frozen out in that way, if 
they can help it. 
Tim company owns about 150,000 cars, 
which are being side-tracked as fast as they 
are nought up the road. Only regular 
trains are being run on the main line and 
branches, and ail coal-train hands and 
nearly iwo-tliirds of it* employes have been 
susptnded temporarily.

T H E C H IN A FLO O D S. 
H undreds of Ih ou n a n d s o f L ives L o st- 
E ntire T ow ns In gu lfed . 
L ondon, January 6th.—The Standards 
correspondent gives particulars of the over­ 
flow of the Hoang Ho, the great loss to life 
and the famine threatened: One-sixlli 
of the entire area of the Garden of China, 
as Honan is styled, is now a vast laki. 
Tlie rest of tlie country is overrun with 
refugees. In hundreds of instances men 
who three months ago were wealthy to day 
are stunned, hungry, stupid and dejected, 
without a nmrsel of food. The inundu- 
tions commenced at a little distance front 
Kai-Fung-Fu. one of the largest cities of 
the province. In one instance some four 
milt s of solid embankment of stone, brick, 
sand and clay were swept away with innu­ 
merable moles and fascines. In the riis- 
nict of Ching Chow and Chin Chow r.o 
Jess than 
th r e e th ou sa n d la r g e v illa g e s 
W tre ingulfed in a very few moments, 
and scarcely any of the ill-fated people had 
time to save themselves as the break oc­ 
curred in the night. 
The extent of the disaster will be better 
understood when we say that an area of 
country much larger that the principality 
of Waies, and much more thickly popu­ 
lated than Ireland, is now a sea, and all the 
inhabitants are either drowned or have fled. 
The people so terribly visited cannot fall 
short of the 
WHOLE POPULATION OF IRF.LAND, 
As the province includes about 25,000,000, 
with an area of 65,000 square miles, and tne 
waters of the river now cover it to an ex­ 
tent of S,00U or 10,000 square miles. 
la m told that in hundreds of instances 
the people, when the waters rushed into 
the cities, sweeping walls ar.d houses away, 
refused to stir, and met death with that 
wonderful indifference which characterizes 
the Chinese fatalist. 
AN AWFUL PICTCRE. 
The loss of life will not be numbered by 
the thousands or tens of thousands, but 
literally by the hundreds of thousands, 
while the starving must amount to many 
millions, utterly beggared, anil denending 
upon the charity of others. The Emperor 
has contributed 100,000 tae-ls out of his 
private purse, besides ordering 2,000,000 
taels out of the Imperial Treasury, toward 
the relief of the sufferers.

A SICKENING SIGHT 
One man was wedged under the wreck­ 
age and was noticed to be alive, and one f 
his comrades undertook to remove him hy 
grasping his hand. The rescuer was horri­ 
fied when he broke the man's lingers, 
which had been frozen while in this dt- 
plorable condition. 
Another man was seen under tlie wreck, 
all of his body being visible except his 
head, which was horribly mangled. 
Nobody seemed to know the cause of tlie 
accident. It was thought that the men had 
been too lone on the train going east and 
bad fallen asleep.

A K eittnrk y Soldier's D escrip tion .F ou r 
D ays A lter th e F ig h t. 
The following letter, says the Sonu revt 
(Ky.) Republican, was sent as by Colonel 
Zaeli Gilmore of Bolckow, Mo., which we 
publish with pleasure, as it was written by 
Robert Gilmore while a soldier with Gen. 
Jackson in the war of 1812: 
N e w O r le a n s , January 12,1815. 
Dear Sisters: A full detail*of the new* 
would fur surpass theltounds of a letter. The 
troops coining down the river were very 
sickly, but theircom plaints have very much 
abated. We have Dot lost one man yet. 
We landed here on the 4th of January, 
and found the British had landed large 
forces and got within live miles of the 
city, wheie they liad thrown up batteries. 
Jackson and they were within one mile of 
each other. Several skirmishes have taken 
place between them and our picket guard, 
generally one or two every day aud night. 
On the morning of the Stli a general action 
eante on between daylight and sunrise, the 
British attempting to charge our breast­ 
works. The solid action lasted for one 
hour, but a scattering lire was kept up for 
five hours. The enemy was forced to re­ 
treat. I could walk one mile or more on 
the dead and wounded without putting my 
foot on the ground. The loss on our side 
was very trifling. We had six killed and 
seven wounded. Our company was near 
the hottest of the fight, where the attack 
was made, but received no injury.. I am 
writing a letter to biother James, where 
you will get a fuller account. Your ac­ 
quaintances are well. The cannon is con­ 
stantly firing, and we are constantly ex- 
expecting another battle. W e will re­ 
main here for some time. I want you to 
write to me. Direct your letter to Or­ 
leans, Ensign in the Fifteenth Regiment, 
Kentucky Militia. W rite me how e ll the 
people are coming on, and inform m 2 
where Mr. Stephens moved. 1 want to 
call there in the spring if I can learn where 
he has settled, and get that gray horse, to 
ride home. You may tell Eleanor Eyans 
John Eurke is well. Brother W illiam is 
well and is perfectly satisfied. Give my 
complinents to my mother, sister Annie 
and my brothers and friends. I am, with 
respect your brother, Eoirr.

W hile people at the North are wrapped 
in snow this midwinter season, “ we M exi­ 
cans” are luxuriating in a jHtfectsum mer­ 
tim e of fruits and flowers. 
Armed with 
palm-leaf fans a“ d in dresses of thinnest 
muslin, we sfcad nitniy Yif the drowsy 
hours in hammocks swung in the patio, or 
in picnicking among the floating garden^ 
(which no longer float) sw ay up the Vign 
«anal. 
As for the flowers, there is no eta! of 
them, and at this tim e of 
year they 
an* mal VSli.riv cheap. One may buy a 
peck of pansies or ar arm ful of the most 
gorgeous: roses—Jacquem inots and “ Field 
of the d o th of fie ld ”—for 25 cents ; and 
nobody thinks of paying anything at all 
for heliotrope, mignonette, 
nasturtions, 
aguatum and other floral beauties, which 
grow wild here anti are no more valued 
than common weeds. 
The vegetation hereabouts is wonder­ 
fully varied. H alf a day’s railway jour­ 
ney will take one through the flora of 
every zone—pint s, hemlocks and aloes in 
th e 
higher 
altitudes; 
elms nnd oaks 
weighted with myriads of orchids; roag- 
nifieent cypresses trailing somber curtains 
of Spanish moss; frouded palms of every 
variety; cacti of twenty different S|>ecie«, 
filling every vi-ta with pulpy greenness; 
coffee-groves 
with their dark, lustrous 
leaves, starry blossoms and jeweled beans; 
orange, lemon, banana, fig, pomegranate, 
mango and aguacate trees, freighting the 
air with fragrance; golden pine-apples 
glowing behind nopal hedges—every house 
and hovel overgrown with blossoming 
creepers, flowers rioting everywhere, and 
over all a sky of celestial blue, broken 
only by the peaks of snow-capped vol­ 
canoes.

SEE MANY ODD SIGHTS 
W hich 1 would like to describe to you. 
Tbe architecture of Mexican houses is 
quite as queer as the peojile or the natural 
landgca|ie. 
Fancy a city street in which 
one house is skv-hlue, the next Chinese 
yellow, next pale pink, and so on through 
every conceivable ‘-bade of color, alter­ 
nated with an occasional casa made en­ 
tirely of Dutch tiles, ht painted in checks, 
stripes or figures, like printed calico! 
All 
of them are of of brick or adobe, heavily 
stuccoed on tbe outside, flat-topped, with 
quaint gargoyles, and niches here and 
there for saints and angels, every window 
iron-barred, and yards hidden from the 
passer's view within the walls. 
Although there is so much unoccupied 
territory in Mexico, the population of the 
cities is greatly overcrowded. 
Here the 
flat, or vivienda system is the rule, and to 
occupy a separate house is the exception. 
Since tlie demand for small houses is so 
much greater than the supply, why does 
not some shrewd Yankee benefit the peo­ 
ple and enrich himself by building a great 
many convenient little canas here of from 
six to ten rooms? They should not be 
Moorish castles nor Spanish forts, like 
most of those in vogue, nor yet strictly on 
the American plan. 
Each should be of 
one story only, with its patio, or courtyard, 
in the middle, having a very large safer, or 
parlor, and medium-si zed bedrooms, din­ 
ing-room and kitchen—a judicious com­ 
promise between Mexican and European 
ideas of architecture. 
To the average American builder the 
construction of 
A MEXICAN HOrsE 
Would be simplicity itself. 
There are no 
chimneys to build, nor cellars, nor attics, 
no costly and e labórate wood-finishing, and 
very little paint. 
If there are glazed w in­ 
dows—which is seldom outside the larger 
cities, the glass 
of the poorest quality ; 
and far better and inore beautiful than 
wooden floors are those of cement, tiles, or 
square liricks, in general use here. 
Mex­ 
ican houses do not require expensive re­ 
pairs which are constantly necessary in the 
United Slates. Ileing prcttv much of solid 
masonry (here is no woodwork to m t, and 
never any frost to unsettle the foundation. 
In Mexico there is no need to go to 
market, for the market comes to you, and 
from a balcony or window one may pur­ 
chase almost every product of the country. 
Here comes a cargadore, in sandals, leather 
breeches and apron of | itu fi'«er, who 
pauses anil look up without saying a word. 
On his back he carries a load of charcoal, 
weighing at least a hundred pounds, which 
he has toted 70 miles or more, from away 
beyond the Cordilleras. This indispensi- 
ble commodity sells here for about four 
times the New York price; hut, fortu­ 
nately, the looking braziers consume little 
and none is required for warmth. 
Now a woman halts outside, and holds 
up a water-bottle to tem pt your reales. 
It 
is Guadalajara ware—a chalk-like kind of 
pottery, so porous that the rapid evapora­ 
tion cools water within it like ice. She 
wants a medio peso (half dollar) per bot­ 
tle ; and really the grotesque painting out­ 
ride is worth double the money. 
H ere comes a collector of antiquities, 
•with whom I have dealt before, and who 
grows sharper and more unreasonable every 
week, since Americans, with their ready 
purses, have come pouring into the country 
and put the prices up on curios of all sorts. 
W e beckon him in, and he enters the 
heavy portal, crosses the flowery patio 
where oranges are ripening, doffing his 
sombrero as he enters our apartment,with a 
courteous “ Buenas dias, S e ñ o r i t a then, 
glancing slving around, to make sure that 
he is tinotwerved hv any Catholic mcnilxrrs 
of the hout^-hold, he unfolds ¡i pan-el and 
displays a handful of rusty iron, which 
looks like a bit of antique ehain-armor. It

All ruiddlc-agcd Washingtonian-, and 
especial j veterans in the Aruiv of the Po­ 
tomac, vill remember this dashing ad­ 
ventures. 
She was Agues LeGlerq, a 
native «A 
Baltimore, who in early youth 
was a circus rider, dawsentc and star actress, 
by which accomplishments she accumu­ 
lated quite a fortune. 
W hen the war 
broke out she was making a great spread 
in W ashington—though rather on the 
shady side of society—and was a prime fa­ 
vorite among officers of the Army of the 
Potomac. 
Finally she married a genuine Prince, a 
German, Felix Salm-Salm, who had vol­ 
unteered in the Union Army. The Prince 
«lid not amount to much, but his wife was 
a Princess all the same, and through her 
still powerful influence he was made a 
Brigadier-General. 
Many will remember 
her spirited style of beauty, as she a|>- 
pearcd in the reviews of those days, al­ 
ways dressed in semi-military garb, and 
riding magnificently upon a splendid black 
stallion. 
When the war was over, and while the 
army was being reorganized, she passed a 
winter in W ashington endeavoring to ob­ 
tain for her husband a Colonel’s commis­ 
sion. 
But she was unsuccessful, for reallv 
the Prince was not worth a row* of pins,

Colonels, most of them belonging to the 
noble army of invincibles in peace and in­ 
visibles in war. 
If the complete history of 
Madame Salm-fsalm’s intrigues, in pursu­ 
ance of her purpose, were dragged into 
print, many a fair reputation would suffer 
among the shining lights of the United 
States C apitol! 
Afterwards she came to Mexico, where 
the great M aximilian was easily won to 
her cause, and soon Prince Salm-Salm was 
made aide-de-camp to the Emperor.

crash ««ame, Salm-Salm barely escaped be­ 
ing executed with his masters.

Gravelotte, his irrepressible widow raised 
a hosuital brigade, which really accom­ 
plished a great dea.1 of good during the 
war. 
Afterwards she niairied Charles Hom­ 
age, ao attache of the British legation at 
Berlin. 
But Madame Agnes Le Clerg 
Salm-Salm H eneage did not find the scion 
u f John Bull so pliant asid manageable as 
lier gentle German husband, and the ¡.air 
six>n separated. 
She died about four years 
ago, having w et with more adventure.* 
than any woman of her day.

Of 2,019 graduates, 99S, nr 38.10 per 
cents., are married; 949, or 80.24 per cent., 
are teachers; 133, or 5.07 percent., are en­ 
gaged in other professions; 539, or 20.58 
per cent., are in no gainful occupations. 
As m ight lie expected, Oberlin, the oldest 
college, ro-educational and W estern, and 
Syracuse, have the largest per cent, of 
married graduates, 57.85 per cent, and 
05.98 per cent, respectfully, followed by 
\ assar,which leads tin- colleges for women 
with only 239 married graduates, or 35.40 
per cent. 
Wellesley and Smith have the 
smallest per cent, in this class, 14.19 and 
13.50, both 
Eastern and young colleges. 
As Wellesely especially encourages happy 
marriages, 
and welcomes 
heartily 
at 
festivals its “sons-in-law,” the influence of 
these colleges does 
not 
turn toward 
celibacy. 
The large proportion of the 
seven women graduates of the Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology who are now 
engaged in teaching is noticeable: 
Bos­ 
ton has 54.41; Wesleyan, (15.21, and Welles­ 
ley, 51.08. 
Smith closely follows W elles­ 
ley, but Vassar is far in tlie rear, though 
she has furnished 
excellent 
members 
to 
the 
profession. 
Oberlin 
has 
the smallest per cent, of teaching gradu­ 
ates, though a larger number than any 
other college. O ther occupations have 
not been popular among alumna- who are 
in tlie wage-earning classes. 
The Univer­ 
sity of California has the largest per cent., 
15.59, and it is interesting to know that 
the majority of the nine graduates of this 
class are engaged in fruit-raising and agri­ 
cultural occupations. 
Kansas has 11.11 
per cent., of whom a small per cent, may lie 
classed as ranch-owners. Cornell ha: 10.10 
per cent, of chiefly medical and literary 
graduates. 
The smallest }>er cents, are 
from Syracuse, Wellesley and Oberlin, two 
of these colleges having been more ener­ 
getic in matrimonial lines than in inde­ 
pendent careers. The column of figures 
devoted to those engaged in non-wage- 
carning occupations includes the travelers 
abroad, the students, and those at home. 
Smith, AVelles'ey and Vassar have the 
largest per cent, in this class, 35.29, 31.75, 
and 29.77. 


t h e asso ciation o f c o l le g ia te a l u m ­ 
na:. 
W ith 55»> members from fourteen Ameri­ 
can colleges, may be truly called represent­ 
ative. Although established for only half 
a dozen years, it has performed a 'oval 
work in the interest of the higher educa­ 
tion, and through the energy of its man­ 
agement has been useful to society in 
awakening attention to opportunities open 
to women. 
Especial knowledge of the 
occupations of graduates in tlie association, 
obtained 
through 
accurate 
statistics, 
strengthens the deductions obtained from a 
larger body of graduates, and furnishes 
valuable illustrations from tlie work of 
individuals. 
Of its 521 members registered 
tlie first of March (California's members 
being omitted) 135 are married, 288 are 
teachers, fifty-five in other professions, 
thirty-seven special students for past-grad- 
uate degrees, and GO in no gainful occupa­ 
tion. 
Vassar College, which contributes 
the largest number of mendiers, has sixtv- 
one married, seventy-six teachers, twenty- 
one professional, ten special students, aiid 
thirty-one in no gainful occupation. 
It is 
interesting to notice the professions other 
than teaching which have been chosen. 
There are six physicians, three lawyers, 
one in a Government department," one 
author, three journalists, two musicians or 
instructors in music, one elocutionist, one 
lady principal of a college, one private 
secretary, one printer and one graduate in 
mercantile business. 
SOME VASSAR GRADUATES 
Have made notable contributions to science 
among whom are a student in a physical 
laboratory (one who lias not only taken a 
prominent place among American scientists 
for her contributions to the literature of 
domestic chemistry, but who also conducts 
a chemical laboratory in the institution of 
which she is the only woman instructor), 
one who is making s]ieeial study of jisycho- 
physies, and others who contribute to 
periodical literature. Several Vassar mem­ 
bers who are at home are so actively en­ 
gaged in philanthropic work that they 
might be called philanthropists by profes­ 
sion, if the term would not seem invidious;

\\ isi-onsin, Kansas, Wesleyan, th e Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Syracuse, 
and Northwestern Universities, have to­ 
gether thirty-eight representatives, who 
belong chiefly to t ho married and teaching 
classes. 
A lady principal from Syracuse 
and a librarian from Kansas are members 
of other professions.

time to plant trees, says: 
“ O ur spring 
I>egins about January 15th, consequently 
trees should 1* planted, if ]iossible, a 
month before that time in order that they 
mav have root growth to sustain foliage 
and tlie evaporation from leaf growth. 
Again, we usually have considerable rain 
«about Christmas time, trees early planted 
will get tlie benefit of tho-e rains. 
Trees 
planted in December will make twice the 
growth the first year that trees planted in 
March will, also the percentage of loss is 
very small compared with late planting. 
Late planting is one of the causes of so 
much 
failure with Japan persimmons. 
Plant them early, ¡mt foo«l near the roots 
such as it can appropriate; settle them 
when 
planting, 
with 
water. 
1 
would 
make tlie orange tree an exception to the 
foregoing. 
Plant after the winter is over; 
possibly, if planted before, your labor may 
he b et with your trees.” 


D a m a g e by F u n g i.—The injuries which 
parasitic fungi produce ujxm their host 
plants were described in tlie American 
Association by A. R. Seymour. 
Parasites 
take away the nutrim ent of the plants, 
killing or continually absorbing the food 
supply <;f individual cells and injuring cell 
walls. 
They im pair the power of assimila­ 
tion, weaken the physiological jxiwer, caus­ 
ing the formation of spots and of black 
molds to obstruct the passage of light. 
Some fungi cause a change of jiosition in 
their host, and less favorable exposure. 
They provoke abnormal acceleration or re­ 
tardation of growth, with resultant distor­ 
tion and impaired vitality. 
Any part of 
the plant may be affected. In many grasses 
the entire inflorescence is destroyed. 
I te­ 
eny is produced in ripe fruits, and valuable 
plants become infected with disease from 
less valuable ones. 
The extent of the in­ 
jury attributable to any one cause is hard 
to determine, because several causes act to­ 
gether.

CAN MEN FLY? 


AN INTERESTING l ’RORLKM 


SCIENTIFIC

Professor Richard Proctor liasthe follow­ 
ing article in the St. Louis (!lobe-Democrat 
u[xm the subject “ (Jan Men Fly ?” 
From my Florida home I can watch the 
turkey buzzards floating leisurely along on 
outstretched wings, often not giving a wing 
stroke for many m inutes; sometimes, un­ 
less my watch upon them has been less 
steadfast than I have supjiosed, not for a 
quarter of an hour or more. 
At times 1 
have seen them so close at hanil—for this 
somewhat repulsive Gird is not troubled 
with fears in the neighborhood of m an— 
that 1 have been able to note the listless­ 
ness of their aspect as they float in wide 
circles around i 
' 
th at in this form 
bird has little occasion to exercise that 
superior strength of the pectoral muscles 
on which, according to Borelli, the power 
of flight (Kisscssed by birds depends. There 
may, indeed, he no occasion for the actual 
exercise of strength in the onward floating 
which forms so im portant a feature of the 
flight of the buzzard, the albatross and 
many other birds. Of course, this is by 
no means saying that great propulsive 
energy is not exerted by all birds in 
their flight. 
A part from atmospheric cur­ 
rents, the buzzard and 
the 
albatross 
can only float as they do by virtue of 
onward velocity obtained through the in­ 
tensely energetic action of their wings, 
worked by the pectoral muscles, on whose 
strength Borelli insisted. 
But it is an im­ 
portant first step toward tlie mastery of the 
problem of flight to note th at great dis­ 
tances mav be floated over w ithout anv 


tury, devised a method of supporting the 
body by pinions, which enabled him, after 
a sharp run, to fly across a river of con­ 
siderable width. 
Such experiments, extended by using 
either gravity or some motive force to give 
greater velocities before flight is com­ 
menced, can be conducted with perfect 
safety. 
They could be made to develop 
most interesting and striking results if car­ 
ried out by athletes, insomuch that as 
mere performances they would be attract­ 
ive, and would fnllv repay any time or 
trouble devoted to them. 
And as I have 
said, so soon as men had learned to float in 
tliia way, they could readily adopt such 
mechanical devices as would suffice to give 
them propulsive (Kiwer and to turn floating 
into flight. 
It is certain th at very little Ls to be 
gained from the attem pts which have been 
made to direct balloons. 
The velocity 
which can he giveu to a balloon in still air 
is very small. 
A very moderate breeze 
would carry a balloon one way despite all 
mechanical attempts to direct it in another, 
let the balloon he shaped as it may. More­ 
over, all such attem pts are dangerous ; for 
the wind has a great hold on the neces-

evident agr inst tlie wind would subject the balloon 
at “ny • riU?> !! to destructive influences. 
In passing, 1 may dwell for a moment 
«in a notion once widely prevalent, respect- 
I ing an imagined* buoyancy possessed hv 
birds, which gave them as was supposed, 
something of a floating power of balloons. 
It was suggested th at within the quills of 
birds there may he some very light gas 
sustaining tlie bird even as hydrogen sus­ 
tains a balloon. A part from the physiolog­ 
ical alisurdity of tlie idea, it is to be 
noticed th at no gas has any sustaining 
virtue, as these theorists fondly imagine. 
The hydrogen in a balloon is in reality 
drawn downwards by gravity; it is only 
because tlie surrounding air is drawn 
downwards more strongly that tlie balloon 
moves upwards, just as’ the less heavily 
loaded scale in a balance moves upwards, 
not because its contents are not acted upon 
by gravity, hut because the contents of the 
other scale are a< ted on more stronglv. 
If 
the hydrogen could all be abstracted the 
balloon still retaining its shape, tlie ascent 
would he more rapid, and in like manner 
it there were nothing at all inside a bird’s 
bones and quills, the bird’s huovancv would 
he greater than if any gas, however light, 
occupied those spaces. 
But how muck 
would the bird he supported? or rather 
what proportion ol his weight would lie 
taken o il! Supposing these internal spaces 
occupied one-tenth of the bird’s volume, 
the bird’s weight would he nine-tenths of 
what it wouhl lie if liis whole volume was 
filled with m atter at the bird’s mean 
destiny, which is about 800 times that ot 
air. 
Thus he would still weigh 720 times

fresh exercise of strength whatever, espe­ 
cially when we consider that the initial 
velocity neees-ary to render such floating 
possible may he obtained on the solid earth 
—as, indeed, is the m anner of some birds. 
The great difficulty which man has first 
to overcome is that of m aintaining his 
balance in the air. 
Of course, when lie 
tried wing-flapping, and that, too, with his 
weak chest muscles, he was bound to come 
to grief. 
Confidently launching himself 
from some lofty wall or tower, witli wings 
fastened to his arms on some plan tested for 
the first time in this dangerous experim ent 
itself, he was lucky if he escaped with a 
broken arm or leg—the more probable re­ 
sult being a broken neck. 
But even such 
steady onward floating as we see in tiie 
buzzard’s case, though not accompanied by 
any violent and, for man, unusual exertion, 
is not to he managed without long and 
careful practice. 
Man, who was long in 
learning to balance his body on land, and 
acquired the art of balancing his body in the 
water after many failures, must not expect 
to balance his body in the air till he has 
made many attempts and learned to over­ 
come many difficulties. 
My idea about the proper plan to he fol­ 
lowed in attem pting flight is th a t the 
power of steady aerial floatation should 
first he aimed at, the power of aerial pro­ 
pulsion being sought for afterward. 
The 
experiments first made in the art of aerial 
balancing ought to he made in perfect 
safety, or they can never beeffectivrly < ar- 
ried out. 
Now, since a rapid advance is 
absolutely essential to floatation af er the 
buzzard or albatross style, tiicre must lie a 
decided element of danger at the moaieut 
when the experim enter first lost the sup­ 
port of the ground, unless he is able to pre­ 
serve his onward motion unchecked. 
For 
he would practically lie in the position of 
a traveler in a train or carriage suddenly 
brought to rest. 
Hence it would be essen­ 
tial th at light wheels should he provided 
on which tlie aeronaut and his appurten­ 
ances could roll safely onward if (its would 
surely happen in his first attempts) lie was 
unable to continue Iris advance in the air. 
W ith such a provision for safety, suitable 
widespread wings, with power of altering 
their slant either separately or together, 
and means for obtaining at the start a suf­ 
ficient horizontal velocity, I believe that 
athletes such as those who first obtained 
e.astery over the problem of the bicycle 
could very soon learn to float, to ascend, to 
ifesiend, to ride upward, to soar, and so 
forth, in a way which would very deci­ 
sively indicate the |«issibility of a much 
fuller mastery over the problem of flight 
later on. 
< *ne peculiarity which may be always 
n >riecd in tlie floating of such birds as the 
albatross at sea and the buzzard over the 
land, should be carefully noticed in such 
experiments. 
The bird’s wings always 
slant upwards from the body. 
This ren­ 
ders the bird’s dynamical equilibrium sta­ 
ble, for it will easily beseen that if through 
any cause the bird sways over to one side, 
the wing on that side beismics more hori­ 
zontal than the other, so that the atmos­ 
pheric resistance below brings that de­ 
pressed side up again. 
By im itating this 
peculiarity the aeronaut, experimenting in 
the way 1 have suggested, can readily se­ 
cure stability so far as right and left oscil­ 
lations are concerned, directing his full at­ 
tention to the means for securing stability 
against what may he called fore-and-aft 
oscillations. 
It is to lie noticed th at the 
question is not merely of stability regarded 
as safety, but of th at perfect steadiness of 
motion by which alone the full supporting 
power of the air can he utilized. 
But here a difficulty will suggest itself 
to the student of physics. 
Can air have 
greater supporting power on a horizontal 
flat surface passing horizontally through it 
than it has on tiie same surfaces allowed 
to fall from rest? 
We know that a cannon 
ball iired horizontally comes as quickly to 
the ground (appreciably) as though let fall 
from the cannon’s mouth. 
Must not the 
same law apply to a flat liody traveling 
skimmingly through the air? 
Of course such a body conies to the 
ground eventually; and only a slight, but 
definite, slant could bring atmospheric 
pressure into action by which the body 
would he maintained at the same bight. 
But the idea commonly entertained, even 
by some mathematicians, that air has no 
greater supporting power on a flat hori­ 
zontal body advancing rapidly through it 
than on a sim ilar body simply allowed to 
fall, is altogether erroneous. 
It is as far 
from the truth, and for practically the 
same reasons, as would be the idea that a 
cannon-ball allowed to fall vertically down­ 
ward on and through water will descend 
no faster than the same ball fired hori­ 
zontally over still water. 
Precisely as the 
swiftly advancing hall Lsdcflei'ted from the 
surface of the water, so a swiftly advancing 
horizontal plane passing over still air is 
supiKirted much more effectively at each 
part of its progress than it would if allowed 
to fall straight down. 
In so falling, even 
though by any device its horizontaliiy 
were maintained, it would in a few mo­ 
ments generate atmospheric currents curv­ 
ing round its edges front below upward, 
ami then tending downward on its up|>er 
surface, and would thus fall * 
* 
quickly; hut in rapid forward motion no 


his volume <jf air. 
As he displaces onlv 
his own volume, 719-720ths of his weight 
would lie unsupported; or he would not be 
jiereeptibly helped even by an arrange­ 
ment which is for more favorable for 
buoyancy than any actually existing or in­ 
deed conceivable in a bird’s frame. 
A 
balloon fully 800 times his volume would 
lie required to float a bird’s body! 
W henever man attacks the problem of 
flight, seeking real advantages from its 
mastery, he will aim at much more than 
such mere floating power as the balloon 
gives, at more even than the rapid floating 
motion, with power of guidance, which 
may be attained by the experiments sug­ 
gested above. 
There must he also a power 
of energetic propulsion w hile still in the 
air. 
This might he obtained by suitable 
adjustments of levers to be worked by a 
man in set’iai flight. 
But while I believe 
flight to he possible for a man in this wav, 
I consider the only kind of flight which is 
likely to be really useful to men to be that 
of flying machines, propelled, balanced 
and directed by some one or other of the 
natural forces man has brought under his 
control. 
T hat man who has learned to 
traverse the land more swiftly by mechani­ 
cal means than its most active denizens, 
and to make the wide sea- his highway* hv 
sim ilar devices, should 1* unable to travel 
in the air which by natural selection 
alone has liecome the home of creatures 
descended from reptilian forms, is to me 
unthinkable. 
W henever tlie power of flight, as dis­ 
tinguished from mere floatation, lias be“n 
obtained, the swiftest methods of travel 
ever employed by men will be devised. 
For one of the conditions of safe and 
speedy flight is a very high velocity. 
Swift motion must he secured at the be­ 
ginning of each journey and maintained 
throughout. 
This will he an advantage. 
Another great advantage will he that 
though aerial mechanisms will have to he 
renewed at probably somewhat frequent 
intervals, tho aerial roadway will never 
need repairing.

SCIENCE. 


The first recorded photograph of a rain- 
lx)w has been exhibited to the Photo­ 
graphic Association of London. 
The arch 
has tlie appearance of something solid—- 
like an arch of wood. 
The common puff-ball very strikingly 
illustrates the rapidity with which fungi 
may multiply. 
It is said that 300 years 
would he re<|uired for a man to count the 
spores of a single ball, if possible to con­ 
tinue counting day and night for that 
time. 
Yet a favorably-planted spore will 
produce a plant as large as the double fist 
in a single night. 
H is Majesty Leopold If., King of Bel­ 
gium, has authorized a great international 
competition in the arts and sciences, to he 
held in Brussels from May 3, 1888, to No­ 
vember 3, 1888. 
Special inducements are 
oflere«l to American exhibitors, and re­ 
wards and prizes to the amount of 500,000 
francs, besides gold and silver medals, will 
be given to successful competitors. 
By the methods adopted by C. V. Boys, 
the British physician, glass rods are drawn 
into very fine fibers by straw arrows shot 
from a cross-bow. 
< >ne end of the rod is 
attached to tlie arrow, and the other is 
held in the fingers, the required tempera­ 
ture being given the center of tlie rod be­ 
fore releasing the bow. Glass Ls thus ex­ 
tended into fibers less than one-ten thou 
sandths of an inch in diameter, and quartz 
into threads below one hundred thou­ 
sandth of an inch in thickness—which is 
less than one-third as thick as the spider’s 
web, and only one-twentieth as thick »s 
the silk worm’s fiber. 
The process is also 
quite successful with augite, feldspar and 
other minerals, garnet yielding threads of 
most beautiful colors when treated at a 
low temperature.

these fine fibers, Mr. Boys exhibited to the 
London Physical Society an annealed glass 
spiral capable of «juite accurately weighing 
the m illionth of a grain.

ADDRESS TO YOUNG MEN. 
f D elivered by R ev. W. C. M errill a t th e no o n d ay 
m eetin g o f th e a n n u a l recep tio n , h e ld M on­ 
d ay , Ja n u a ry 2,1888.] 
L have read, somewhere, th at once in 
time of peace the Spartans marched to the 
celebration of tlte public games in a tri­ 
partite procession. F irst came the old 
men, white-headed patriarchs of the coun­ 
cil, scarred and weather-beaten veterans of 
the wars, bearing the trophies of many a 
hard-fought battle as witness of their 
claim to a place in the ranks of heroism. 
This was their only reward, this their 
°nlv plea, and as they marched they sang: 
“ W e have been brave! 
We have been 
brave.” 
N ext came the young men and 
the men of middle age— the nerve and 
sinew of the land, and th eir exultant pean 
was: 
“ W e are the brave! 
W e are the 
brave F’ 
Last of all came the children, 
with iife ail untried before them, and 
as 
they 
walked 
their 
anthem 
was: 
“ W e 
shall 
be brave! 
W e shall be 
brave P’ 
W hat 
a m ighty 
inspiration 
it 
must 
have 
been 
to 
that central 
band to feel that the thoughts of all before 
and of all behind were fixed on th em ! 
“ W e have been brave 
as these plaintive 
tones came floating back upon them, the 
voting men knew full well the sad, plead­ 
ing look in the eyes that were growing 
dim with age; 
the yearning hearts of 
those whose dearest hope was that the 
mantle they had made honorable, hut had 
now east upon younger shoulders, should 
never be dishonored. 
“ W e 
shall lie 
brave;” those tones of childish hope and 
exuberance, the young men knew full well 
would change to biting taunt and bitter 
scorn should they ever prove recreant to 
their trust. 
“ We are the brave!” 
This 
was the old men’s past, this the children’s 
future, but grander than all, and better 
than all, this was the young man’s present. 
Years come and g o ; the great relation­ 
ships of life are changeless. 
No sooner 
has a man passed a certain period—not 
very late in life—-than he liegins to live 
much in the past. 
Reluctantly, one after 
another, he pasees his pleasures over to 
those who stand where he stood yesterday 
in the exultant vigor of early manhood, 
and sadly says, “ These have been mine.” 
And not his pleasures only, but all too 
manv of the duties of life he lays upon 
younger shoulders, with the belief that 
his work will be better finished and the 
hope that his confidence will not prove 
misplaced. 
Or, if he does not do this, but 
lingers a little longer in the busier ranks, 
he deceives no one but himself. 
Time, 
with steady finger, is w riting in ever- 
deepening lines the common epitaph of 
all—“ H ave been! have been P’ 
So, too, 
inexperienced youth, never satisfied with 
the present, is ever looking with hopeful 
and longing eyes upon this active throng 
who are in the thickest of the strife, 
im patiently waiting for the day when the 
coveted place of honor shall be theirs. 
There is, now and always, a large class of 
nu n upon whom are thus turned the back­ 
ward and forward look; they are the 
young men, who stand with [lowers all un­ 
impaired, in the full vigor of early man­ 
hood ; the bulwark of a nation’s defense, 
the pioneers of her only progress. Of this 
vast army of young men, California, Sacra­ 
mento indeed, has her ample share. 
Is 
the outlook for the future upon this basis 
of youth as hopeful as it ought to lie? 
I 
answer, frankly, no. 
And the reason is 
not far to seek. 
It is not that our young 
men have failed to inherit qualities as 
grand and noble as ever graced the life of 
youth or age; it is not that honor and up­ 
rightness have not 
been portrayed to 
them in 
fidelity 
and 
sim plicity; 
it 
is not that 
they are 
wanting mental 
power and keen preception—capacity to 
discern and tenacity to grasp and hold— 
none of these; it is due, 1 am convinced, 
very largely to the fact that our young 
men now, as always, do not fairly appreci­ 
ate the real power they hold and ought to 
exercise; the stern responsibility that rests 
upon them as the nerve of the nation ; the 
vital power of the city and the .State. 
They forget too easily that the eyes of the 
world are upon them ; the hopes of the 
older centered in them ; the ambition of 
the younger conditioned by their example. 
For a young man to overestimate or to 
falsely estimate his power and worth is a 
mistake, but a mistake that experience will 
almost certainly correct; for a young man 
to fail to appreciate bis true power, is a 
weaknem that will grow with bis growth 
and prove fatal to his manhood. 
This lat­ 
ter, especially, I believe to lie the mistake 
that ai! too many of our young men make 
to-day. 
We stand, to-day, young friends upon 
the threshold of a new year ; as we open 
the door to enter in, let us do so with the 
full consciousness that we carry a power 
that it is difficult to over-estimate, a power 
that may lie made to tell in the future of 
this State for God, for ourselves and for 
humanity. 
We stand not upon a summit 
of completed eiliirt, but upon a high table­ 
land where is to lie fought in the next de­ 
cade the battle that will determine the 
civil and religious destiny of this Golden 
State. 
Ilefore you are the fathers bearing 
u[ion thei r weary shoulders the cares of 
business, the construction of law, the man­ 
agement ¿if affairs. 
I>ut their hearts are 
solicitous for the coming future ; they must 
soon lay down their burden; it is precious 
to them as their own life-blood, for it rep­ 
resents the toil 
and 
care, the sweat 
and 
tears 
of 
a 
long 
and 
aril nous 
life. 
Into this work they flung all the 
ardor and ambition of ail impetuous man­ 
hood, an impetuosity sacli as only the 
fever of a California experience can in­ 
sp ire; into this they have wrought the 
weary years of later life and now their 
eager eyes are fixed ou you and their 
anxious hearts are saying: 
“ W ill these 
young meu prove themselves worthy of 
the trust ? 
Can we leave the weighty re­ 
sponsibility of the accumulation of years 
and th" sensitive business prosperity of a 
State in these hands ? 
These hard-won 
honors that have come to us in the stern 
discharge of d u ty ; in the strife for purity 
of home and the sanctity of civil and re­ 
ligious liberty; will they be sacred in the 
sight; will they be conserved in the ad­ 
ministration of these young raen V" 
If, 
then, as I affirm, these are the questions 
your fathers are asking to-day, where 
rests the actual responsibility 
for the 
future of our State? 
The answer is 
manifest. 
Upon 
you 
is 
to 
rest 
a res[ionsibility under the springing growth 
of this State greater than even your 
fathers dream. 
“ Westward the course of 
Empire takes its w ay;” hut here the great 
W estern ocean arrests its course. 
Here 
the wealth, the culture, the refinement, 
-•ueh of the religion of America, is soon 
find at least a winter home. The ques­ 
tion th a t is presented to the native and 
adopted sons of California, to-day, Is th is: 
“ W ill we prove true to the trust imposed 
or soon to be imposed upon us, step man­ 
fully into the ranks for the struggle for 
civic purity, morality and Christian man­ 
hood ; or shall we idle away the years, for­ 


sake our birthright and leave to the hands 
of strangers the administration of this 
great t r u s t R e l i e v e , me, young men, 
this is the great alternative presented to 
you to-day. 
Unnumbered thousands of 
strong, true hearts will press into this State 
in the next five coming years. 
You may 
prove true to duty and to the responsibil ¡ties 
of a Christian civilization, or you shall be 
crowded to the rear, and your own fathers 
will be the first to place the trust in truer 
and safer hands. 
Long before the ldoodv 
fingers of rebellion were clutching at our 
nation’s throat the [xiet Lowell, in a prayer 
for justice to the fugitive slave, thus plead 
with his fellow-citizens of the N o rth : 
“ I is ours to save o u r b re th re n ; w ith peace 
^ 
am i love to w in 
Thc-ir d a rk e n ed h e a rt from e rro r ’ere th ey 
h a rd e n it to siu ; 
B ut if before b is d u ty m an w ith listless sp irit 
stan is, 
E re long th e G roat A venger tak es th e w ork 
from o u t h is h a n d s.” 
God gave this golden State into the 
hands of your fathers; tliev hold it in 
trust for y o u ; but be sure of this: 
H e 
will not suffer this brightest of all the 
stars on America’s sky of blue to be 
dimmed of its growing brilliance. 
If you 
do not prove faithful lie will send among 
fe u those who will construct from the 
shifting elements of this western civiliza­ 
tion the empire of truth and freedom He 
has designed it to become. 
In the coming 
ten years God is to infuse into the arteries 
of this State the blood of much of New 
England’s best and truest. 
From 
the 
W hite mountains to the Rockies the cry 
is “ Westward, ho!” and the men of Cali­ 
fornia, to-day, will be lost among the 
teeming crowds of the East to-morrow. 
In less than a decade of years the East 
will outvote California tqion California 
soil. 
If our young m en'o f to-day are to 
take the reins of government into their 
own hands a fen’ years hence, they will 
have to prove their title to the birthright 
not by m anipulating that policy bred in 
the saloon, hut upon grounds of integrity, 
of moral worth, of Christian manhood. 
After speaking of the comparative dan­ 
gers of idleness, of tim idity and too early 
zeal, the speaker said : 
True, activity brings dangers with it, 
mistakes and temporary failures, and much 
will be undertaken with zeal th at mere 
force and energy cannot accomplish ; and 
yet the poet sings truly : 
“ W e can n o t b rin g U topia by force: 
B ut better, alm ost, be at w ork In sin 
T h an in a b ru te in actio n brow se a n d sleep. 
No m an is born in to th e w orl.l w hose w ork 
Is no t born w ith h im ; th e re Is alw ay s w ork 
And tools to w ork w ith al; for those w ho w ill, 
A nd blessed are th e h o rn y h a n d s o f toil. 
T he busy w orld shoves an g rily aside 
T h e m an w ho stands, w ith arm s ak im b o set 
U ntil occasion tolls h im w h a t to do; 
A nd iie w h o w aits to h av e h is task m ark ed ou t 
W ill die a n d leave h is e rra n d unfu lfilled .” 
Ease and comfort and im munity from 
care, my friends, mean danger if not dis­ 
aster, and their end is obscurity anil obliv­ 
ion. 
Better to lmti’et the waves and breast 
the storm upon a rock-bound coast, though 
shipwreck 
threaten 
every hour, than 
lie 
becalmed 
forever 
in 
the 
tropics. 
I 
know 
th at you 
will 
not 
fail 
to 
comprehend 
the 
necessity 
of 
the 
hour. Perhaps you will a--k : “ W hat lias 
the symbol of this Association to give me 
to meet it with assurance of success? 
I 
have life and health, and a consciousness 
of the power of manhood. 
1 know the true 
nobility of resistance. There is no grander 
symbol in all the religious faith you offer 
than that of the lordly oak mocking the 
storms of the ages, and waving its arms in 
proud defiance. 
I, too, in the conscious­ 
ness of my integrity, will resist the storms 
of tem ptation and will defy their power.” 
Yes, my brother, hut take from the king 
of the forest the life principle th at lends 
toughness to the fibers of its massive bole, 
and elasticity ami suppleness to its sway­ 
ing boughs, and ere long the raven croaks 
from its blasted summit, and the worm 
gnaws leisurely at its rotting heart. There 
is something at the heart of character that 
must lie yours, if you would keep fresh 
and 
green 
the 
¡lowers 
of 
your 
m aturing manhood. 
The life principle of 
your being is the gift of God. 
It must 
lack none of the elements of fidelity to its 
Spiritual Author. 
And it is no weak and 
unmanly thing, this religion of Christ, our 
Master. 
That is no symbol of weakness 
which has inspired thousands to march to 
the rack, the stake and the guillotine as if 
going to the celebration of some holiday. 
“R eturn with thy shield or upon it,” was the 
bidding of the Spartan matron as she sent 
forth her son to the battle. 
“A t the foot 
of the cross or upon it,” was the watch­ 
word of the Christian Church for a dozen 
generations. 
Relieve me, my brothers, 
the Spartan spirit did not breath its last 
at Thermopylie, nor find its grave in 
Sparta. 
I run my eye down the course of 
history and everywhere I see blood-stained 
battle-fields; broken shields, dismantled 
guns and maimed and dying men ; every­ 
where and always the conflict of truth 
with error has been with “confused noise 
and garments rolled in blood.” 
Rut 
Justice was ordained from Eternity and 
Christ lias linked it to mercy forevermore. 
The truest, grandest figures in civil life 
are the Christian warrior, the Christian 
statesman. 
John, whose words have been read in 
your hearing; John, the tender, loving 
disciple, whom Jesus loved, was no weak, 
effeminate Christian. 
lie was one ol 
Christ’s Boanerges—the Sons of Thunder. 
It is well fur us to remember this, that the 
disciple best loved of our Savior was one 
whose loving, womanly affection was so 
highly prized because it was found in a 
setting of indomitable will and inflexible 
resolution ; a diamond flashing from a set­ 
ting of solid gold. 
And I like these let­ 
ters of John, because they are the blessed 
words of the Gosjiei of Love, tailing from 
the lips of one of the Sons of Thunder. It 
teaches us that a Gospel of Love is not of 
necessity a (iospel that pules and whines. 
No, no! 
This is no weak sentimental ex­ 
perience to which we call you. 
Listen to 
this climax of Peter: “ Add to your faith 
virtue, and to virtue knowledge, and to 
knowledge temperance, and to temper­ 
ance patience, and to patience godliness, 
and to godliness brotherly kindness, and to 
brotherly kindness love.” 
Does love look 
weak atop of such a structure of moral 
masonry? Why, it is the apex of a greater 
than Egyptian pyramid. 
Take for your 
abutments such structures as this, and ironi 
them you may dare to throw across the 
stream of life your bridge of Christian 
love, and walk it without blush or fear. 
There is no other bridge, however founded, 
that will not totter beneath your tread. 
W hen Byron, as brilliantly gifted a poet 
as ever lived, was nearing the close of life 
he summed up the years of a godless ex­ 
perience in these words : 
” My years arc in th e yellow leaf. 
T he ¡tow ers am i fru its o f love a re gone, 
T h e w orm , th e can k e r an d th e g riel 
Are m in e alo n e.” 
A 
few 
days 
before 
his 
head 
was 
struck 
off 
by 
a 
Roman 
executioner, Paul, the aged, the most 
eifted of all the followers of Christ, wrote 
to his young friend Timothy these words: 
“ I am now ready to lie otic red, and the 
time of my departure is at han d ; I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith ; henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of right- 
ousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me in that day.” 
Tell 
me, ray brethren, is there no difference be­ 
tween him that serveth God and him that 
serveth Him not ?

A WORD F O R T H E G IR L S . 
Lady Rellairs’ “ Gossips W ith Girls and 
Maidens ” contains some very interesting 
essays, and a quite extraordinary amount 
of useful information on all matters con­ 
nected with the m ental 
and physical 
training of women. 
It is very difficult to 
give good advice w ithout being irritating, 
and almost impossible to lie at once didactic 
and delightful; but Lady ltellairs manages 
very cleverly to steer a middle course be­ 
tween the Charyl>dis <>f dullness and the 
Seylla oí flippancy. 
There is a pleasing 
intim ate about her style, and almost every­ 
thing that she says has both good sense 
and good iiumor to recommend it. 
Nor 
does she confine herself to those broad gen­ 
eralizations on morals, which are easy to 
make, so difficult to apply. 
Indeed, she 
seems to have a wholesome contem pt for 
the cheap severity of abstract ethics, en­ 
ters into the most m inute details for the 
guidance 
of 
conduct, 
and draws out 
elaborate lists of what girls should avoid 
and what they should cultivate. 
H ere are 
some specimens of “ W hat to Avoid :” 
“A louct, weak, affected, whining, harsh 
or shrill tone of voice. 
“ Extravagances iu conversation—such 
phrases as ‘Awfully this,’ 4 Beastly that,’ 
4 Loads of time,’ 4 Don’t you know,’ 4 hate’ 
for ‘dislike,’ etc. 
“ Sudden exclamations of annoyance, 
surprise or joy—often dangerously ap­ 
proaching 
to 
4 female 
swearing ’ — as 
‘B other? 4G racious!’ ‘How jollv!’ 
44 Yawning when listening to any one. 
“ Talking ou family matters, even to 
your bosom friends. 
“ A ttem pting any vocal or instrumental 
piece of music th at you can nut execute 
with ease. 
44 Crossing your letters. 
44 Making a short, sharp nod with the 
head, intended to do duty as a bow. 
“ All nonsense in the shape of belief in 
dreams, 
omens, 
presentiments, 
ghosts, 
spiritualism, palm istry, etc. 
44 Entertaining wild flights of the imagi­ 
nation, or empty idealistic aspirations.” 
I am afraid that I have a good deal of 
sympathy with w hat are called 44 empty 
idealistic aspirations;” and 44 wild flights 
of the im agination” are so extremely rare 
in the nineteenth century, th at they seem 
to me deserving rather of praise than of 
censure. The exclamation, 44 Bother,” also, 
though certainly lacking in beauty, might, 
1 think, he perm itted under circumstances 
of extreme aggravation, such as, for in­ 
stance, the rejection of a manuscript by 
the editor of a magazine; but in all other 
respects the list seems to he quite ex­ 
cellent. 
As for 44 W hat to Cultivate,” 
nothing could be be better than the fol­ 
lowing : 
“ An unaffected, low, distinct, silver- 
toned voice. 
“ The art of pleasing those around you. 
and seeming pleased with them and all 
they may do for you. 
“ The charm of making little sacrifices 
quite naturally, as if of no account to vour- 
self. 
’ 
44 The habit of making allowances for 
the opinions, feelings or prejudices of 
others. 
44 An erect carriage— th at is, a sound 
body. 
44 A good memory for faces, and facts 
connected with them—thus avoiding giv­ 
ing offense through not recognizing or bow­ 
ing to people, or saying to them what had 
best be left unsaid. 
_ 44 The art of listening w ithout impa­ 
tience to prosy talkers and smiling at the 
twice-told tale or joke.” 
I cannot help thinking th at the last 
aphorism aims at too high a standard. 
There is always a certain amount of 
danger in any attem pt to cultivate impos­ 
sible virtues. 
However, it is only fair to 
add that Lady Rellairs recognizes the im ­ 
portance of self-development quite as much 
as the importance of self-denial; and there 
is a good deal of sound sense in everything 
th at she says about the gradual growth and 
formation of character.

A t the Sanitary Convention latelv held 
at Ann Arbor, Michigan, Dr. C. J. Lundy 
read a paper on 44 Hygeine in Relation to 
the Eyes,” which should have wide circula­ 
tion, especially among teachers and school 
officers. 
A fruitful source of eye troubles 
is shown to be excessive strain upon the 
muscles and nerves of the eyes due to 
faulty educational methods, the ill-planned 
and insufficient lighting of sehool-rooms, 
poor ink and fine print in school-books 
and other causes, which education might 
correct. 
In conclusion, the doctor lays down the 
following rules for the better care of the 
eyes. 
1. Avoid reading and studv by poor 
light. 
* 
2. Light should come from the side, and 
not from the back or from the front. 
3. Do not read or study while suffering 
from great bodily fatigue, or during recov­ 
ery from illness. 
4. Do not read while lying down. 
5. Do not use the eyes too long at a time 
for near work, hut give them occasional 
periods of rest. 
6. Reading and studying should he done 
systematically. 
7. During study avoid the 
stooping 
position, or whatever tends to produce con­ 
gestion of the head and face. 
8. Select well printed books. 
9. Correct errors of refraction with pro­ 
per glasses. 
10. Avoid bad hygenic conditions and 
the use of alcohol and tobacco. 
11. Take sufficient exercise in the open 
air. 
12. Let the physical keep pace with the 
mental culture, for asthenopia is most 
usually observed in those who are lacking 
in physical development.

12th, and there is a general desire to make 
it a great success. 
Responses from out-of-town lodges ac­ 
cepting invitations are numerous. 
Most 
of these lodges are composed of representa­ 
tive business men. 
A correspondent of 
the Sun at Fredericksburg, Ya., writes as 
follows: 
“ The Masonic centennial cele­ 
bration in Baltimore is looked forward to 
with considerable interest and pleasure by 
members of the mystic tie in this place. 
1 he invitation extended to Fredericksburg 
Lodge, No. 4, to participate in the cele­ 
bration has been acknowledged aud form­ 
ally accepted.” 
The records of Fredericksburg I.odge 
show that George W ashington was initi­ 
ated on the 4th of November, 1752, Passed 
I ellow Craft March 3, 1753, aud was 
raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason August 4, 1753. 
lie was initiated 
before he was twenty-one years of age. 
1 his may have occurred from tlie fact that 
Daniel Campbell, Master of the Lodge, re­ 
corded Grand Master, and exercising the 
prerogatives of Grand Master, as the Lodge 
afterwards performed the functions of a 
Grand Isxlge in chartering lodges, granted 
a special dispensation. 
But Past Grand 
Master, B. B. French, of the District of 
Columbia, in an address in 1851, said that 
no one stopped to inquire W ashington's 
age when his petition was presented. 
He 
was appointed Surveyor 
of 
Culpepper 
county, Ya., at the age of seventeen years. 
At the age of nineteen he was appointed 
Adjutant-General, with the rank of Major, 
in the V irginia m ilitia and at the age oi' 
twenty he became executor of the large es­ 
tate of his deceased brother, Lawrence 
Washington. 
As these things showed he 
was of mature age, no inquiry was made. 
It is almost certain that W ashington re­ 
mained a member of No. 4 to the day of 
his death. 
Among 
the 
many 
other 
dis­ 
tinguished 
men 
whose 
names 
ap­ 
pear on 
the rolls of 
this lodge are 
George Weedon, W ashington’s A djutant- 
G eneral; General Hugh Mercer, who fell 
at the battle of Princeton; Jacob von 
Braam, W ashington's instructor in swurd- 
fencing; 
Fielding Lewis, W ashington’s 
brother-in-law. 
The Bible that was used 
in this lodge at the tim e Washingcon was 
made a Mason is still in the possession of 
the lodge. 
The Bible is over two hundred 
years old, and is in an excellent state of 
preservation. 
There are many other ex­ 
ceedingly interesting reminiscences con­ 
nected with the lodge, and its presence on 
the 12th of May will no doubt be a notable 
feature of the centennial celebration.

if the certainty were held out to them that 
land so employed would be henceforth free 
of taxation. 
And the benefit accruing to 
the public would in the end much more 
than compensate for the immediate loss to 
the treasury.— Mechanieul Sews.

44 \\ hat should a man use to clean his 
te e th ? ” was the question asked of a well- 
known dentist recently. 
The dentist re­ 
plied at once, 44 Nothing but water. There 
are more good teeth ruined by so-called 
dentifrices than by all other causes in the 
world put together. 
The object of the 
makers of these dentifrices is, of course, to 
produce a preparation that will, with very 
little rubbing of the brush, make the teeth 
look perfectly clean and white. 
To ac­ 
complish this they put pumice-stone, and 
sometimes strong alkalis, in their p r e p a r a ­ 
tions. 
Pumice-stone, will unquestionably 
take all tartar of! the tooth and it will also, 
just as'Unquestionably, take all the enamel 
with it. 
An alkali will make a yellow 
tooth look white in a few seconds, hut be­ 
fore a week has passed it will have eaten 
away nearly all the enamel and utterly 
destroyed the tooth. 
In walking along 
the street you often see a 4 fakir," by wav 
of advertising his patent dentifrice,"cali a 
small boy from the crowd near bv, and, 
opening the bov’s mouth, rub the ili ntri- 
friee on his dirty teeth, and in a minute, 
almost, take offall the tartar and make the 
teeth look perfectly pure and white. 
Now 
a man like that fakir ought to he arrested, 
for he lias forever destroyed that boy’s 
teeth. 
H is preparation, composed of a 
powerful alkali, is eating away the enamel 
of that boy’s teeth, and in a few months 
the poor youngster will not have a sound 
tooth in his head. 
The dentifrices com­ 
posed chiefly of pumice-stone are not. as 
bad as those containing an alkali, because 
they will not destroy the teeth as quickly; 
but if used habitually they will certainly 
destroy them in the end. 
441 should advise a man by all means to 
use no dentrifriceof any description, unless 
it be prepared chalk." If this is used not 
uftener than once a week it will not injure 
the teeth, and may help to clease them, 
but it should on no account be used every 
day. 
Orris root does the teeth no harm, 
and gives a pleasant odor to the breath ; 
and if ail dentrificcs were composed simply 
of orris root and prepared chalk, they 
would be harmless enough, if not bene­ 
ficial. My own plan is to use a moderately 
hard brush and plenty of cold water, and 
nothing else, and my "teeth are in excel­ 
lent condition. 
If people would only pick 
their teeth carefully after each meal", mak­ 
ing sure that not the slightest particle of 
food remained near the gums or between 
the teeth, and would also, liefore retiring 
at night, run a piece of soft thread through 
their teeth, they would not have any ne­ 
cessity for a dentrifrice. 
Of course sweets 
and candies are bad for the teeth; sois 
sm oking; or taking either very cold or 
hot drinks; but, bad as all these undoubt­ 
edly are, I really think that the worst 
enemy the teeth" has is the so-called den- 
trifiee. 
Take the advice of a dentist, and 
never use anything for your teeth but a 
brush and good cold water.”— Boston Ga­ 
zette.

a d d r e ss to y o u n g been. 
[Delivered by Kev. W’. C. Merrill at Hie noondav 
mei tiug of the annual reception, held Mon­ 
day. January 2 ,1SS8.] 
1 have read, somewhere, that once in 
time of peace the Spartans marched to the 
celebration of tlie public games in a tri­ 
partite procession. 
First came the old 
men, white-headed patriarchs of the coun­ 
cil, scarred and weather-beaten veterans of 
the wars, bearing the trophies of many a 
hard-fought battle as witness of their 
claim to a place in the ranks of heroism. 
This was their only reward, this their 
only pica, and as they marched they sang: 
“ \\ e have been brave ! 
We have been 
brave. ’ 
Next came the young men and 
the men of middle age— the nerve and 
sinew of the land, and their exultant pcan 
was: 
“ We are the brave ! 
We are the 
brave P 
Last of all came the children, 
with life all untried before them, and 
as 
they 
walked 
their 
anthem 
was: 
“ We 
shall 
he 
brave! 
We shall he 
brave P’ 
What 
a 
mighty 
inspiration 
it 
must 
have 
been 
to 
that 
central 
band to feel that the thoughts of all lie fore 
and of all behind were fixed on them! 
“ We have been b r a v e a s these plaintive 
tones came Boating back upon them, the 
young men knew full well the sad, plead­ 
ing look in the eyes that were growing 
dim with age; 
the yearning hearts of 
those whose dearest hope was that the 
mantle they had made honorable, but had 
now cast upon younger shoulders, should 
never be dishonored. 
“ We 
shall lie 
brave;” those tones of childish hope and 
exuberance, the young men knew full well 
would change to biting taunt and bitter 
scorn should they ever prove recreant to 
their trust. 
“ We are the brave!” 
This 
was the old men’s past, this the children’s 
future, but grander than all, and better 
than all, this was the young man’s present. 
Years come and g o ; the great relation­ 
ships of life are changeless. 
No sooner 
has a man passed a certain period—not 
very late in life—than he begins to live 
much in the past. 
Reluctantly, one after 
another, he passes his pleasures over to 
those who stand where he stood yesterday 
in the exultant vigor of early manhood, 
and sadly says, “ These have been mine.” 
And not his pleasures only, but all too 
manv of the duties of life lie lays upon 
younger shoulders, with the belief that 
his work will be better finished and the 
hope that his confidence will not prove 
misplaced. 
Or, if he does not do this, but 
lingers a little longer in the busier ranks, 
he deceives no one but himself. 
Time, 
.¿•“■with steady finger, is writing in ever- 
deepening lines the common epitaph of 
all—“ Have been ! have been!” 
So. too, 
inexperienced youth, never satisfied with 
the present, is ever looking with hopeful 
and longing eyes upon this active throng 
who are in the thickest of the strife, 
impatiently waiting for the day when the 
coveted place of honor shall be theirs. 
T here is, now and always, a large class of 
men ujion whom are thus turned the back­ 
ward and forward look; they are the 
young men, who stand with powers all un­ 
impaired, in the full vigor of early man- 
h..od; the bulwark of a nation’s defense, 
the pioneers of her only progress. 
Of this 
vast army of young men, California, Sacra­ 
mento indeed, has her ample share. 
Is 
the outlook for the future upon this basis 
of youth as hopeful as it ought to be ? 
I 
answer, frankly, no. 
And the reason Is 
not far to seek. 
It is not that our young 
men have failed to inherit qualities as 
grand and noble as ever graced the life of 
youth or age; it is not that honor and up­ 
rightness have not 
been portrayed to 
them in 
fidelity 
and 
sim plicity; 
it 
is not that 
they are 
wanting mental 
power and keen preeeption—capacity to 
discern and tenacity to grasp and hold— 
none of these; it is due, 1 am convinced, 
very largely to the fact that our young 
men now, as always, do not fairly appreci­ 
ate the real power they hold and ought to 
exercise; the stern responsibility that rests 
upon them as the nerve of the nation ; the 
vital [lower of the city and the State. 
They forget too easily that the eyes of tfie 
world are upon them ; the hopes of the 
older centered in them ; the ambition of 
the younger conditioned by their example. 
For a young man to overestimate or to 
falsely estimate his power and worth is a 
mistake, but a mistake that experience will 
almost certainly correct; for a young man 
to fail to appreciate his true power, is a 
weakness that w ill grow with his grow th 
and prove fatal to his manhood. This lat­ 
ter, especially, 1 believe to be the mistake 
that all too many of our young men make 
to-day. 
We stand, to-day, young friends upon 
the threshold of a new year: as we open 
the door to enter in, let us do so with the 
full consciousness that we carry a power 
that it is difficult to over-estimate, a power 
that may lie made to tell in the future of 
this State for God, for ourselves and for 
humanity. 
We stand not upon a summit 
of completed cfiort, but upon a high table­ 
land where is to he fought in the next de­ 
cade the battle that will determine the 
civil and religious destiny of this Golden 
State. 
Refore you are the fathers bearing 
ujKin thei r weary shoulders the cares of 
business, the construction of law, the man­ 
agement gif affairs. 
I>ut their hearts are 
solicitous for the «Timing luture ; they must 
soon lay down their bunien; it is precious 
to them as their own life-hlcxxl, for it rep­ 
resents the toil 
and 
care, the sweat 
and 
tears 
of 
a 
long 
and 
arduous 
life. 
Into this work tiiev flung all the 
ardor anti ambition of an impetuous man­ 
hood, an impetuosity such as only the 
fever of a California experience can in­ 
spire ; into this they have wrought the 
weary years of later life and now their 
eager eyes are fixed on you and their 
anxious hearts are saying: 
“ Will these 
young men prove themselves worthy of 
the trust? 
Can we leave the weighty re­ 
sponsibility of the accumulation of years 
and the sensitive business prosperity of a 
State in C'cse hands ? 
These hard-won 
honors that have eome to us in the stern 
discharge of duty; in the strife for purity 
of home and the sanctity of civil and re­ 
ligious liberty; will they be sacred in the 
sight; will they be conserved in the ad­ 
ministration of these young men ? ’ 
If, 
then, as I affirm, these are the questions 
your fathers are asking to-day, where 
rests the actual responsibility 
for the 
future of our State? 
The answer is 
manifest. 
Upon 
you 
is 
to 
rest 
a responsibility under the springing growth 
of this State greater than even your 
fathers dream. 
“ Westward the course of 
Empire takes its way;” but here the great 
Western ocean arrests its course. 
Ilere 
the wealth, the culture, the refinement, 
- •uch of the religion of America, is soon 
% find at least a winter home. The ques­ 
tion that is presented to the native and 
adopted sons of California, to-day, Is this: 
“ W ill we prove tros to the trust imposed 
or soon to be imposed upon us, step man­ 
fully into the ranks for the struggle for 
civic purity, morality aud Christian man­ 
hood ; or shall we idle away the years, for­ 


sake our birthright and leave to the hands i 
of btrangers the administration of this 1 
great trust?” 
Relieve, me, young men, ' 
this is the great alternative presented to 
you to-day. 
Unnumliered thousands of 
strong, true hearts will press into this State 1 
in the next five coming years. 
You may 
prove true to duty and to tile responsibilities 
of a Christian civilization, or you shall be 
crowded to the rear, and your own fathers 
will be the first to place the trust in truer 
and safer hands. 
Ixmg before the bloody 
fingers of rebellion were clutching at our 
nation’s throat the poet Lowell, in a prayer 
for justice to the fugitive slave, thus plead 
with his fellow-citizens of the North : 
" Tis ours to save our brethren ; with peace 
auit ¡ove to win 
Their darkened lnurt from error ‘ere they 
harden it to sin ; 
But if before his duty man with listless spirit 
stands, 
Ere long the Great Avenger takes the work 
from out his hands.’’ 
God gave this golden State into the 
hands of your fathers; they hold it in 
trust for you; but be sure of this: 
He 
will not sutler this brightest of all the 
stars on America’s sky of blue to be 
dimmed of its growing brilliance. 
If you 
do not prove faithful He will send among 
you those who will construct from the 
shifting elements of this western civiliza­ 
tion the empire of truth and free<lom He 
iias designed it to become. 
In the coming 
ten years (tod is to infuse into the arteries 
of this State the blood of much of New 
England's best and truest. 
From 
the 
White mountains to the Rockies the cry 
is “ Westward, ho!" and the men of Cali­ 
fornia, to-day, will be lost among the 
teeming crowds of the East to-morrow. 
In letis than a decade of years the East 
will outvote California upon California 
soil. 
If our young m en'of to-day are to 
take the reins of government into their 
own hands a few years hence, they will 
have to prove their title to the birthright 
not by manipulating that policy bred in 
the saloon, but upon grounds of integrity, 
of moral worth, «if Christian manhood. 
After speaking of the comparative dan­ 
gers of idleness, of timidity anti too early 
zeal, the speaker said : 
True, activity brings dangers with it, 
mistakes and temporary failures,and much 
will be undertaken with zeal that mere 
force and energy cannot accomplish ; and 
vet the poet sings truly :

No man is born into the world whose work 
Is not born with him; there is always work 
And tools to work w ithal; for those who will, 
And blessed are the horny hands of toil. 
The busy world shoves angrily aside 
The man who stands, with arms akimbo set 
Until occasion tells him what to do; 
And he who waits tohave his task marked out 
Wilt die aud leave his errand unfulfilled.” 
Ease arid comfort and immunity from 
care, my friends, mean danger if not dis­ 
aster, and their end is obscurity and obliv­ 
ion. 
Better to bullet the waves and breast 
the storm upon a rock-bound coast, though 
shipwreck 
threaten 
every hour, than 
lie 
becalmed 
forever 
in 
the tropics, j 
I 
know 
that 
you 
will 
not 
fail 
to ! 
comprehend 
the 
necessity 
of 
the 
hour. I’erhaps you will ask : “ What has 
the synilxil of this Association to give me 
to meet it with assurance of success? 
I 
have life and health, and a consciousness 
of the power of manhood. 
I know the true 
nobility of resistance. There is no grander 
symbol in all the religious faith you offer 
than that of the lorilly oak mocking the 
storms of the ages, and waving its arms in- 
proud defiance. 
I, too, in the conscious­ 
ness of my integrity, will resist the storms 
of temptation and will defy their jiower.” 
Yes. my brother, but take from the king 
of the forest the life principle that lends 
toughness to the fibers of its massive bole, 
and elasticity and suppleness to its sway­ 
ing boughs, and ere long the raven croaks 
from its blasted summit, and the worm 
gnaws leisurely at its rotting heart. There 
is something at the heart of character that

The life principle of 
your being is the gift of God.

That is no symbol of weakness 
which has inspired thousands to march to 
the rack, the stake and the guillotine as if 
going to the celebration of some holiday. 
“Return with thy shield or upon it,” was the 
bidding of the Spartan matron as she sent 
forth her son to the battle. 
“At the foot 
of the cross or upon it,” was the watch­ 
word of the Christian Church for a dozen 
generations. 
Relieve me, my brothers, 
the Spartan spirit did not breath its last 
at Thermopyhe, nor find its grave in 
Sparta. 
1 run my eye down the course of 
history anil everywhere I see blood-stained 
battle-fields; broken shields, dismantled 
guns and maimed and dying men ; every­ 
where and always the conflict of truth 
with error has been with “confused noise 
ami garments rolled in blood.” 
But 
Justice was ordaiued from Eternity and 
Christ has linked it to mercy forevermore. 
The truest, grandest figures iti civil life 
are the Christian warrior, the Christian 
statesman. 
John, whose words have been read in 
your hearing; John, the tender, loving 
disciple, whom -lesus loved, was no weak, 
effeminate Christian.

It is well for us to remember this, that the 
d is c i p le best loved of our Savior was one 
whose loving, womanly affection was so 
highly prized because it was found in a 
setting of indomitable will and inflexible 
resolution ; a diamond flashing from a set­ 
ting of solid gold. 
And 1 like these let­ 
ters «if John, because they are the blessed 
words of the Gospel of Love, falling from 
the lips of one of the Sons of Thunder. It 
teaches us that a Gospel of Love is not of 
necessity a Gospel that pules and whines. 
No, n o ! 
This is no weak sentimental ex­ 
perience to which we «‘all you. 
Listen to 
this climax of Peter; “ Add to your faith 
virtue, and to virtue knowledge, and to 
knowledge temperance, and to temper­ 
ance patience, and to patience godliness, 
and to godliness brotherly kindness, and to 
brotherly kindness love.” 
Does love lotik 
weak atop of such a structure of moral 
masonry ? Why, it is the apex of a greater 
than Egyptian pyramid. 
Take for your 
abutments such structures as this, and from 
them you may dare to throw across the 
stream of life your bridge of Christian 
love, and walk it without blush or fear. 
There is no other bridge, however founded, 
that will not totter beneath your tread. 
When Byron, as brilliantly gifted a [ioet 
as ever lived, was nearing tike close of life 
lie summed up the years of a godless ex­ 
perience in these words: 
“ My years arc in the yellow leaf, 
The flowers and fruits of love art1 gone. 
The worm, the canker and the griel 
Are mine alone.”

few 
days 
before 
his 
head 
was 
struck 
oft' 
by 
a 
Roman 
executioner, Paul, the aged, the most 
sifted of all the followers of Christ, wrote 
to his young friend Timothy these words: 
“ I am now ready to lie offered, and the 
lime of my departure is at- hand; I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith ; henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of right- 
ousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me in that day.’’ 
Tell 
me, my brethren, is there no difference be­ 
tween him that serveth God and him that 
serveth I lim not ?

A WORD 
Lady Rellairs’ 
Maidens ” contains some very interesting 
essays, and n quite extraordinary amount 
of useful information on all matters con­ 
nected with the mental 
and physical 
training of women. 
It is very difficult to 
give good advice without being irritating, 
and almost impossible to lie at once didactic 
and delightful; but Lady Rellairs manages 
very cleverly to steer a middle course be­ 
tween the Charyhdis of dullness and the 
Scylla oi flippancy. 
There is a pleasing 
intimate about her style, anil almost every­ 
thing that she says lias both good sense 
and goo«l humor to recommend it. 
Nor 
does she confine herself to those broad gen­ 
eralizations on morals, which are easy to 
make, so difficult to apply. 
Indeed, she 
seems to have a wholesome contempt for 
the cheap severity of abstract ethics, en­ 
ters into the most minute details for the 
guidance 
of 
conduct, 
and draws out 
elaborate lists of what girls should avoid 
anti what they should cultivate. 
Here are 
some specimens of “ What to Avoid 
“A loud, weak, affected, whining, harsli 
or shrill tone of voice. 
“ Extravagances in conversation—such 
phrases as ‘Awfully this,’ • Beastly that,’ 
‘ Loads of time,’ ‘ Don’t you know,’ ‘ hate’ 
for ‘ dislike,’ etc. 
“ Sudden exclamations of annoyance, 
surprise or joy—often dangerously ap­ 
proaching 
to 
‘female 
swearing’ — as 
'Bother!’ ‘Gracious!’ ‘ How jolly!’ 
“ Yawning when listening to any one. 
“ Talking on family matters, even to 
your bosom friends. 
“ Attempting any vocal or instrumental 
piece of music that you can not execute 
with ease. 
“ Crossing your letters. 
“ Making a short, sharp nod with the 
head, intended to do duty as a bow. 
“ All nonsense in the shape of belief in 
dreams, 
omens, 
presentiments, 
ghosts, 
spiritualism, palmistry, etc. 
“ Entertaining wild flights of the imagi­ 
nation, or empty idealistic aspirations.” 
I am afraiil that 1 have a good «leal of 
sympathy with what are called “ empty 
idealistic a sp ira tio n sa n d “ wild flights 
of the imagination” are so extremely rare 
in the nineteenth century, that they seem 
to me deserving rather of praise titan of 
censure. The exclamation, “ Bother,” also, 
though certainly lacking in beauty, might, 
1 think, be permitted under circumstances 
of extreme aggravation, such as, for in­ 
stance, the rejection of a manuscript by 
the editor of a magazine; but in all other 
respects the list seems to tie quite ex­ 
cellent. 
As for “ What to Cultivate,” 
nothing could be be better than the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ An unaffected, low, distinct, silver- 
toned voice. 
“ The art of pleasing those arounil you, 
and seeming pleased with them and all 
they may do for you. 
“ The charm of making little sacrifices 
«(uite naturally, as if of no account to your­ 
self. 
“ The habit of making allowances for 
the opinions, feelings or prejudices of 
others. 
•‘ An erect carriage— that is, a sound 
body. 
“ A good memory for faces, and facts 
connected with them— thus avoiiling giv­ 
ing offense through not recognizing or bow­ 
ing to people, or saying to them what had 
best be left unsaid. 
_ “ The art of listening without impa­ 
tience to prosy talkers and smiling at the 
twice-told tale or joke.” 
I cannot help thinking that the last 
aphorism aims at too high a standard. 
There is always a certain amount of 
danger in any attempt to cultivate impos­ 
sible virtues. 
However, it is only fair to 
add that Lady Bellairs recognizes the im­ 
portance of self-development quite as much 
as the importance of self-denial; and there 
is a good deal of sound sense in everything 
that she says about the gradual growth and 
formation of character. Indeed, those who 
have not read Aristotle, upon this point 
might, with advantage, read Lady Bellairs.

M e th o d s o f Lon<; R a n g e S h o o tin g .— 
To the general public the interest in Creed- 
moor was due perhaps largely to the 
picturesque features of the contests.

“ Few people outside of the natural gas 
region,” said a large owner of gas wells in 
Washington county. Pa., “ have any idea 
what enormous projiortions the gas business 
has grown to. 
It may Lie said to lie only 
about two years old in W«-stern Pennsyl­ 
vania, and more than 200,000 acres of land 
iu Washington and adjoining counties have 
been drilled with gas wells. 
Nearly 150,­ 
000 tons of iron have been used in manu­ 
facturing the pipes through which 500,­ 
000.000 cubic feet of gas that flow from the 
region daily are conveyed to the places 
using it. 
Over §25,000,000 is invested in 
the fourteen organized companies that pro­ 
duce the bulk of the gas. 
The land and 
wells represent an outlay of §17,000,000. 
The wells now producing are capable of 
«louliling the «[iiantity now demanded for 
light and heat. Nearly 2,000 miies of 
mains are required for conducting the 
supply to consumers.

At the Sanitary Convention lately held 
at A1111 Arbor, Michigan, Dr. O. J. Lundy 
read a paper on “ Hygeine in Relation to 
the Eyes,” which should have wide circula­ 
tion, especially among teachers ami school 
officers. 
A fruitful source of eye troubles 
is shown to be excessive strain upon the 
muscles and nerves of the eyes due to 
faulty educational methods, the ill-planned 
and insufficient lighting «if sehool-rooms, 
poor ink and fine print in school-books 
and other causes, which education might 
correct. 
In «'(inclusion, the doctor lays down the 
lollowing rules for the lietter care of the 
eyes. 
1. Avoid reading and study liy poor 
light. 
2. Light should come from the side, and 
not from the back or from the tront. 
J. Do not read or study while sufferiug 
from great bodily fatigue, or during recov­ 
ery from illness. 
4. Do not read while lying down. 
5. Do not «iso the eyes too long at a time 
for near work, but give them occasional 
periods of rest. 
C. Reading and studying should lie done 
systematically. 
7. During study avoid the 
stooping 
position, or whatever tends to produce con­ 
gestion of the head and face. 
8. Select well printed books. 
9. Correct errors of refraction with pro­ 
per glasses. 
10. Avoid bad hygenie conditions and 
the use of alcohol and tobacco. 
11. Take sufficient exercise in the open 
air. 
12. Let the physical keep pace with the 
mental culture, for asthenopia is most 
usually observed in those who are lacking 
in physical development.

tfie centennial celebration of the Mary­ 
land Grand Lodge on May 10th, lltli and 
12th, and there is a general desire to make 
it a great success. 
Responses from out-of-town lodges ac­ 
cepting invitations are numerous. 
Most 
of these lodges are composed of representa­ 
tive business men. 
A correspondent of 
the Sun at Fredericksburg, Ya., writes :ls 
follows: 
“ The Masonic centennial cele­ 
bration in Baltimore is looked forward to 
with considerable interest ami pleasure by 
members of the mystic tie in this place. 
1 lie invitation extended to Frederii’ksburg 
Lodge, No. 4, to participate in the cele­ 
bration has been acknowledged and form­ 
ally accepted.” 
l'lie records of Fredericksburg Lodge 
show that George Washington was initi­ 
ated on the 4th of November, 1752, Passed 
bellow Craft March it, 1753, and was 
rai-ed to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason August 4, 1753. 
He was initiated 
before he was twenty-one years of age. 
1 his may have occurred from the fact that 
Daniel Campbell, Master of the Lo«lge, re­ 
corded Grand Master, and exercising the 
prerogatives of Grand Master, as the Lodge 
afterwards performed the functions of a 
Grand Lodge in chartering lodges, granted 
a special dispensation. 
But Past Grand 
Master, I?. ii. French, of the District of 
Columbia, in an address ¡11 1851, said that 
110 one stopped to inquire Washington’s 
age when his petition was presented. 
He 
was appointed Surveyor 
of 
Culpepper 
county, Va., at the age of seventeen years. 
At the age of nineteen he was appointed 
Adjutant-General, with the rank of Major, 
in the Virginia militia and at the age of 
twenty he became executor of the large es­ 
tate of his deceased brother, Lawrence 
Washington. 
As these things showed he 
was of mature age, no inquiry was made. 
It is almost certain that Washington re­ 
mained a member of No. 4 to the day of 
his death. 
Among 
the 
many 
other 
dis­ 
tinguished 
men 
whose 
names 
ap­ 
irear on 
the rolls of 
this lodge are 
George Weedon, Washington’s Adjutant- 
General; General Hugh Mercer, who fell 
at the battle of Princeton; Jacob von 
Brannt, Washington’s instructor in sword- 
fencing ; 
Fielding Lewis, Washington’s 
brother-in-law. 
The Bible that was used 
in this bulge at the time Washingcon was 
made a Mason is still in the posses-ion of 
the lodge. 
The Bible is over two hundred 
years old, and is 111 an excellent state of 
preservation. 
There are many other ex­ 
ceedingly interesting reminiscences eon- 
neeti'd with the lodge, and its presence on 
the 12th ot May will 110 doubt be a notable 
feature of the centennial celebration.

And the benefit accruing to 
the public would ¡11 the end much more 
than compensate for the immediate loss to 
the treasury.—Mechanical Xcuy.

TEETH. 


Som e T im ely H in ts W h ich M ay be O b­ 
served W ith F erso u a l Profit. 
“ What should a man use to clean his 
teeth?” was the question asked of a well- 
known dentist recently. 
Tin1 ilentist re­ 
plied at once, “ Nothing but water. There 
are more good teeth ruined by so-called 
dentifrices than by all other causes in the 
world [nit together. 
The object of the 
makers of these dentifrices is, of course, to 
produce a preparation that will, with verv 
little rubbing of the brush, make the D>eth 
look perfectly clean and white. 
To ac­ 
complish this they [nit pumice-stone, and 
sometimes strong alkalis, in their prepara­ 
tions. 
I’umice-stone will unquestionably 
take all tartar oil'the tooth and it will also, 
just as'Unquestionably, take all the enamel 
with it. 
A 11 alkali will make a yellow 
tooth look white in a few seconds, hut be­ 
fore a week has passed it will have eaten 
away nearly all the enamel and utterlv 
destroyed the tooth. 
In walking along 
the street you often see a ‘ fakir,’ by way 
of advertising his patent dentifrice, call a 
small boy from the crowd near by, and, 
opening tin- lioy’s mouth, rub the ilcntri- 
trice on his dirty teeth, and in a minute, 
almost, take offall the tartar and make the 
teeth look perfectly pure and white. 
Now 
a man like that fakir ought to lie arrcited, 
for lie has forever destroyed that boy’s 
teeth. 
His [¡reparation, composed of a 
powerful alkali, is eating away the enamel 
oí that boy’s teeth, and in a few months 
the poor youngster will not have a sound 
tooth in his head. 
The dentifrices «‘oni- 
poseil chiefly of pumice-stone are not. as 
had as those containing an alkali, because 
they will not destroy the teeth as quickly; 
hut if used habitually thev will certainlv 
destroy them in the end. 
“ 1 should advise a man by all means to 
nse no dentrifrice of any description, unless 
it be prepared chalk. 
If this is used not 
oftener than once a week it will not injure 
the teeth, and may help to olease them, 
hut it should on 110 account he used every 
day. 
Orris root does the teeth no harm, 
and gives a pleasant odor to the breath ; 
and if ail dentrifices were composed simply 
of orris root and prepared chalk, they 
would he harmless enough, if not bene­ 
ficial. My own plan is to use a moderately 
hard brush and plenty of cold water, and 
nothing else, anil my teeth are in excel­ 
lent condition. 
If p'eople would only pick 
their teeth carefully after each meal, mak­ 
ing sure that not the slightest particle of 
food remained near the gums or between 
tiie teeth, and would also, before retiring 
at night, run a piece of soft thread through 
their teeth, they would not have any ne­ 
cessity for a dentrifrice. 
Of course sweets 
and candies are bad for the teeth; so is 
smoking; or taking either very cold or 
hot drinks; but, bud as all these undoubt­ 
edly are, I really think that the worst 
enemy the teeth has is the so-called den- 
trifice. 
Take the advice of a dentist, and 
never use anything for your teeth but a 
brush anil good cold water.”— Boston <ia- 
zette.

THE CHEAT 
IN THE UTAH 
TUTION. 
CONSTI- 


Thc Rochester (N. Y.) Union and Adver­ 
tiser prefaces an extended iutcrview with 
George Tieknor Curtis l>y saying that no 
man in the country is better jiosted u¡ion 
the Mormon question than he. 
We inter- 
[»se a protest to that declaration. 
Mr. 
< urti- is a man of intellectual and legal 
attainm ents, and of broad humanity of sen­ 
timent, besides being a student of political 
economy. 
Hut, for all that, he proves by 
the interview that he has allowed his en­ 
thusiastic love of liberty of conscience to 
run away with his judgment, and his heart 
to get the hotter of his head. 
Mr. Curtis favor- and has made the 
strongest arguments yet advanced for the 
admission of Utah under the Constitution 
tendered by thc-U tah Convention of June, 
1887, which was Mormon from its feet to 
the crown of its head. 
It will be but fair 
to give—brevity being a necessity—the 
points Mr. Curtis makes, and which indi­ 
cate what will he advanced by the propo- 
ncnts of the bill of admission when the 
debate comes on in Congress. His grounds 
of affirmation a re : 
1. The great majority of the people of 
I tab were represented in the Convention 
that, prepared the Constitution. 
2. That document forbids bigamy and 
polygam y; declares them to be misde­ 
meanors ; affixes line and im prisonm ent; 
the article is declared operative without 
legislation, and pardon for the offense re­ 
quires the approval of the President of the 
Cnited States. 
3. Amendment of the provision is per­ 
missible only by consent of Congress. 
4. This amounts, then, to a compact be­ 
tween the people of Utah and the people 
of the Cnited States, not capable of alter­ 
ation or revision without the consent of 
the latter. 
•’>. Such a compact is consistent with our 
system of government, although it binds 
the (icople of the proposed State in an un­ 
usual bond and lim its their free will. 
t’>. Ninety-five per cent, of those who be 
lie.'c in polygamy as a religious tenet, 
voted for the Constitution, and it should 
therefore be accepted as sincere yielding to 
the law and the sentiment of the country. 
7. Congress can provide conditions for the 
ndmi-stion of a State, arising out of the 
peculiar environment of the candidate, and 
irrespective of the question w hether like 
conditions weic required of other States as 
precedent to admission. 
And such eondi 
tior.s may limit the sovereignty < 
the 
people of a State without danger to repub­ 
lican institutions. 
s. The old Mormons are passing awav 
the younger—those under 40—have not 
m arried more than one wife; all the Mor­ 
mons agree that polygamy must be discon­ 
tinued. 
V. Congress cannot deal so well as can a 
local Legislature with the legal and do- 
ni"-tir conditions of the 0,000 plural wives 
in Ctali, who arc such bv reason of sincere 
religious belief; and the same policy ap­ 
plies to the case of the 30,000 children of 
polygamous unions in Utah. 
10. Mr. Curtis concludes by saying that 
polygamy in Ctali has not been attended 
by domestic tyranny or brutality, or that, 
want of refinement which the people of the 
1 nited States have been made to belitre is 
the necessary characteristic of that state 
of society. 
It is true that the proposed Constitution 
forbids polygamy and bigamy, but it dot's 
not name ‘"plural marriage.” 
It studi­ 
ously avoids a definition of these oflenses. 
This was done, there is reason to believe, 
that the Courts of the proposed State may 
be left free to rule that the wife taken in 
the secrecy of the Endowment-house, and 
l>y a religions rite, is an actor in a cere­ 
mony of religion sanctioned and defended 
by the guarantee of liberty of conscience. 
It would thus be a m atter of ease for the 
polygamists to go scot free of the prohib­ 
itory clause of the Constitution. 
All that 
is necessary is for the new Courts, which 
would of course be Mormon, to hold that 
the “ religious ” rite of “ sealing ” a woman 
to a tuan does not constitute that civil 
compact which under the law we call mar­ 
riage. 
So far as the point goes that the Mor­ 
mons voted for the Constitution with the 
prohibitory clause plainly in view, it is 
an-werable by the fact that the Gentile 
population, which tuu-t be assumed to 
know the people with whom they live, and 
to understand the springs and purposes of 
their activity, almost wholly abstained 
from voting upon the Constitution, and 
gave it at the time and still do their un­ 
wavering disapproval, and look upon it as 
a fraud and a mere pretense. The non- 
Mo rmons held a Convention la-t spring in 
U tah irrespective of political parties, and 
resolved to take no part in an election that 
it was forgone would be controlled by the 
politico-religious faction dominating in 
U tah. They issued an address to the peo­ 
ple indorsed by both the Democratic and 
Republican 
Territorial 
Committees of 
U tah, in which they declare that they 
know by experience and intim ate associa­ 
tion, of the spirit and methods of the 
Mormon sect; that the admission of U tah 
under sectarian control will he destruc­ 
tive to the personal rights and material 
interests of all non-Mormons, and will 
withdraw the measure of protection they 
now enjoy under 
national supervision. 


Unit inside of two years the church has re­ 
canted the doctrine. 
It appears to have escaped the attention 
of Mr. Curtis th at the constitutional con­ 
cession upon which he dwells with such ■ 
satisfaction, fixes the maximum fine in 
punishment, but not the minimum, which ¡ 
may thus be made but a single dime. The I 
imprisonment is to be not less than six j 
months, nor more than three years. 
Rut 
if a polygamous Mormon should be pun­ 
ished under the clause it would be for 
marrying a wife having another living. If, 
after expiating his crime by suffering six 
months’ 
imprisonment, 
the 
offender, 
washed w hite and clean by punishment, 
takes up residence again with liis several 
wives, can he again be held? for it is 
“ m arrying” the wives, in which the 
e-ience of the crime resides. 
Would a 
devoted Mormon consider six months’ re- 
tiraev great sacrifice for a religious prin­ 
ciple ? 
The report of the I Tab Commission op­ 
posing the proposed Con titution uses this 
significant language: “ Under the Federal 
law unlawful cohabitation is punished by 
a fine not exceeding three hundred dollars, 
and by imprisonment for a term not ex­ 
ceeding six m onths; 
under-the proposed 
State this offense, which perpetuates the 
evils of polygamy against society and pos­ 
terity, is to go unpunished.” 
And again: 
“ If U tah is adm itted there 
will be immediate cessation of all further 
prosecutions for polygamy and unlawful 
cohabitation under the laws of Congress- 
No prosecution for polygamy would ever 
take place in the State, until tho rul­ 
ing jiower 
in

a crime which is "an essential part of their 
religion.’

No prosecution 
would ever take [dace for continuing that 
crime (polygamy) by living in unlawful 
cohabitation, and m ultiplying its fruits to 
the degradation of posterity.” 
Again, as 
the Commission argues, if the people of 
U tah cannot be trusted with Statehood 
w'ithout a compact stripping them of the 
power to amend their Constitution, how 
can they be trusted to enforce the Consti­ 
tution when once invested with State sov- 
reignty? 
Along with many other reasons for op- 
{swing the admission of Utah, we pass the 
im portant points th at under the proposed 
Constitution conviction for polygamy in­ 
volves no forfeiture of civil rights ; affixes 
no stigma, such as in all other States and 
civilized countries attends upon a convic­ 
tion for felony ; .as, also, that other objec­ 
tion, that the clause against polygamy is a 
blind, because no penalty is provided for 
failure to enforce it. 
W ith a people who 
still declare th at it is a “ vital, God-or- 
daiued and heaven-revealed essential” of 
their religion, polygamy would go unpun­ 
ished and the constitutional inhibition be­ 
come a dead letter. 
U ntil the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints repeals the “ vital prin­ 
ciple” section of their creed; until it ob­ 
tains a new “ revelation” from heaven, 
abolishing 
plural m arriage; 
until 
its 
devotees manifest by acts, rather than 
hollow constitutional declarations, aband­ 
onment 
of the infamy, in truth and 
in sincerity, they cannot and should not 
he trusted with State sovereignty. If Utah 
is admitted now, and there will lie made a 
strong effort to accomplish it, polygamy 
will become in one State of the Union an 
established and central social factor, and 
there will exist no jiower in the Federal 
Government to enforce the laws the Mor­ 
mons will suffer to become dead letters. 
We shall, as Mr. Dawes has so well put 
it, be transferring to a liody of law-break­ 
ers the trust of punishing tin ¡selves. 
A 
burglar might as well ask to be tried by a 
struck ju ry of burglars as a band of polyga­ 
mists to lie permitted, by the means now 
proposed, to elect themselves the tribunals 
in which, and control the instrum entali­ 
ties by which, the crime of polygamy is to 
lie punished, if punished at all.

The Governor of the State of Kentucky 
in his recent message to the legislature of 
that State, struck the keynote of a move­ 
ment that must sometime begin against 
political corruption and venality, if Ameri­ 
can institutions are to be preserved. The 
stability of the Republic, lie {mints out, 
resides in the exercise of the right of suf­ 
frage by its citizens, uninfluenced by in­ 
timidation or corruption. 
But it is notori­ 
ous in Kentucky, as in California, that 
money and other corrupting influences are 
used to control and defeat the will of the 
sovereign. The Governor has the fearless­ 
ness to say in his arraignm ent of liossism: 
Not only arc corrupt practices employed in 
the choice of candidates for political and muni­ 
cipal offices, but it seems certain that judicial 
elections are conducted with equal disregard of 
law; aud when it is considered that there is but 
one step between the purchase of judicial post 
tion and the sale of justice, the people may well 
despair of the proper administration of the laws 
under so vicious a system ot election as is so 
often proposed. 
It is not necessary to follow him to the 
conclusion he reaches regarding the inevit­ 
able, unless this tampering with the elec­ 
toral right is checked. 
The laws that are 
intended to put an end to and prevent the 
corruption of the voter, arc dead letters 
here, as in K entucky; and they will re­ 
main so, until the people arouse from their 
lethargy and make a new declaration of 
political independence. 
As a primal essen­ 
tial, liossism must lie made odious; if not, 
republican institutions will fail. 
The ex­ 
ercise of the sovereign right is one that 
cannot lie delegated, or abridged, without 
enslavement. 
It is the political birthright 
that, whatever else is debased, must be 
rescued from the touch of corruption. 
The Governor of Kentucky appeals to the 
Legislature to apply the laws against 
briltery at elections under the statutes, to 
prim ary elections by political parties also, 
as is done in some other States. 
But 
while this is well enough, it will not bring 
about the end he desires. 
It will render 
the corruptionists more cunning, but will 
not stay their hands or put an end to their 
practices. 
Indeed he confesses as rnuyh 
when he says: 
Attempts have been made by yonr prede­ 
cessors to check the evi.s attending the employ­ 
ment of money in controlling elections: but it 
is to be re: retted that, nollnrithstauding exist­ 
ing legislation on this subject, the evil has 
already attained a magnitude which seriously 
endangers the interests of society. 
There is a method that may lie cm - 
ployed, however, for which they entertain 
a wholesome fear, and do not under-esti­ 
mate. 
It consists in systematic organiza­ 
tion to defeat them with ballots. 
There 
is no other weapoury so effective against 


return to political duty, take the manage­ 
ment of party into their own hands and 
appoint executive stewards who can be 
trusted, it will be of very little use to 
thunder against political corruption from 
legislative halls. 
T he corruptionists do 
not fear statutory fulminations; 
under 
their cover they ply their trade 
all 
the. more industriously and cunningly. 
Since the foregoing w:is in type, dis­ 
patches, published elsewhere in this morn­ 
ing’s R ecord- L n io s , make startling as­ 
sertions concerning the contest for the seat 
in Congress lie Id by Speaker Carlisle, of 
Kentucky. 
If a tithe of the charges made 
of corruption in the election in which lie 
was a candidate are proven to be true, all 
the Governor lias said in his message ac­ 
quires new interest and importance. 
Mr. 
Carlisle, who stands before the country as 
an honorable man, must not be judged 
simply upon charges laid ; he must lie held 
guiltless until proofs are adduced, and he 
has put in his defense. There is altogether 
loo much of the disposition manifest to 
condemn upon mere charges preferred. In 
the ease of Mr. Carlisle such particularity 
and detail of statement, and such strong 
challenges of denials are made, th at the 
House Committee cannot ignore the mat­ 
ter. 
In the face of such allegations as 
Sypher makes, Mr. Carlisle and his friends 
cannot afford to refuse to answer. 
Sypher 
may lie unworthy of belief, and his start­ 
ling charges groundless, but since he offers 
to make the effort to prove them, it is not 
possible for the sitting member to refuse 
his challenge and retain the respect of the 
people. 
For the sake of his high charac­ 
ter, his many years of service to his coun­ 
try, the honor of the National Legislature, 
and the exalted position he occupies, it is 
to he hoped that Mr. Carlisle will be able 
to speedily put Sypher's charges in the 
category of the unreliable.

An extradition treaty is being negoti­ 
ated hv the U nited States with Russia. It 
was plain sailing enough even among the 
shoals and isles of m utually recognized 
ordinary felonies, and no particular objec­ 
tion was heard to it—except from A narch­ 
ists who object to all things sensible— 
until the clause came under discussion 
which provides th at the murder of the 
“ Chief Magistrate of the State”—in one 
ease called Emperor, or Czar, and in the 
other case called President—shall not lie 
considered as a political offense. 
Over this provision a fearful howl has 
been raised by the Socialistic, N ihilistic 
and Anarchist crews. 
Now, who that is at 
all rational, and entertains views worthy 
of being classed among the human, can 
find in th at provision anything inimical to 
the personal liberty of the citizens of the 
United States, or the subjects of Russsia? 
The Anarchist and the radical Socialist 
fear and execrate the sentim ent of the 
clause for the reason th at it puts the crime 
of King killing and President assassination 
among the common and infamous crimes 
of homicide. 
And why should it not ? 
The objections raised to tl.e section come 
from parties and organizations that have 
no reason to exjiect sympathy from order- 
loving and law-abiding Americans. 
They 
emanate from the men who lately hotly 
preached hostility and still breathe throat- 
enings against the American Government; 
who have denounced our social system as 
slavery, republican institutions as cheats, 
the laws as tyrannous and all restraint 
u|ioii lawlessness as unjustifiable restric­ 
tion of the lilierties of men. 
The proposed clause is one that cannot 
be misunderstood, nor is it capable of being 
interpreted as an assault ujKin personal 
liberty 
or 
an 
infringment 
of 
the 
right of conscience, despite the iterated 
charges of the Russian-American League. 
Men may, indeed, think as they please, 
speak, write and print as they please; but 
when they claim that free thought and the 
exercise of the right of conscience give 
them the privilege of blowing up human 
beings with dynamite bomlis, and of put­ 
ting knives beneath the ribs of their 
enemies, we in America stigmatize them 
as the 
accomplices of murderers 
and 
hold them amenable to the laws against 
thugs, assassins and other morally depraved 
creatures. 
Our Government ought to be encouraged 
to hold extradition conventions with any 
and all nations, and to make covenants as 
broadly liberal as are in keeping with na­ 
tional dignity :uid our rank among the 
peoples of the world. 
Such treaties are 
opposed only by the classes who desire 
convenient refuges from the just penalties 
of their misdeeds. The proposed treaty 
with Russia means that we will not har­ 
bor her assassins, if she will return ours, 
and th at is a reasonable and humane agree­ 
ment, because it is in discouragement of 
assassination, the meanest kind and most 
abhorrent of homicides, and strips the cloak 
from a pretense that hides behind a politi­ 
cal mask to wreak its revenges with the 
knife, bomb and bludgeon.

A proposition is made to cut a canal to 
connect the head of Lake M ichigan with 
the head of Lake Erie. 
The plan is to 
start from Lake M ichigan at the mouth of 
the G rand Calumet, and run just north of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad to inter­ 
sect with the Maumee river near where 
th at railroad crosses it, and then improve 
the navigation of the Maumee to Toledo. 
If the scheme can be carried out, which

ASSAILING ÍTHE CHABACTEB OF OP­

right criticism of the character of officials 
that at least two of the Cabinet officers of 
the Administration have 
made money 
while in office, because the party is now in 
power which has always held “ that a pub­ 
lic servant ought to lie out at the knees 
and down in the mouth.” 
Postmaster- 
General Vilas, for instance, is now worth 
$1,000,000—due largely to recent rise in 
the value of property in which he invested. 
General A’ilas is an honest man ; no one 
will venture to assail his integrity, for his 
character is that of uprightness, and good 
men will lie pleased to learn that he has 
succeeded financially. 
It is the meanest 
and most vicious of methods that can be 
employed in criticising public men, to in­ 
timate that their financial success is due to 
their official administration. 
The Albany 
Journal well says: 
It is really remarkable th it newspapers so of­ 
ten under, stimate the iutellig nee of their 
readers as lo base a politicul argument on the 
fact that a man has been in public oflice and at 
the same time has been able to accumulate 
money. Th s was one of the principal charges 
against Mr. Blaine in the Pre-idcntial contest. 
If is the principal charge against Senator Sher­ 
man. 
Every one knows that a dishonest man 
in oflice might steal, but everyone does not st ip 
to think that a man oí high character holding 
a prominent public place would, from a selfish 
standpoint, make a grout mistake to imperil his 
reputation and risk his political fortunes by pil­ 
fering, when his pilferiuga must surely, sooner 
or later, como to light. 
It is discernable now that a change is 
taking place for the better in this m atter 
of assaults upon the characters of public 
men by political opponents. 
The people 
receive with marks of disapprobation, more 
positivo and emphatic than ever before, 
political efforts to pull down aud destroy 
character because the person happens to 
fie serving his country. 
The fact is, that 
while our civil list contains the names of 
nearly 100,000 officials, up to the 30th of 
June last only seventy-six officials were 
found in th at fiscal year to be short in 
their accounts. 
It is a very much lighter 
proportion than obtains in non-official life. 
The practice of assailing all officers as 
pickers and stealers results in the people 
refusing to believe the press when a really 
dishonest official is denounced. 
There is 
venality among those in public life, just as 
there is abuse of confidence among those 
in whom trust is reposed in private walks. 
AVhen there is unmistakable evidence of 
wrong-doing in office, it is the office of the 
press to expose it and hold it up to public 
view. 
But it is a very different thing 
when suspicion is invoked simply because 
a citizen holds an office of trust. 
The 
press, we think, is coming around to a 
realization of the fact that it loses power 
among the people by such indiscriminate 
onslaughts; it is beginning to feel the ver­ 
dict of the people in these matters, and the 
consequence will be greater circumspec­ 
tion in criticism of public officials as time 
progresses. 
As Mr. Townsend puts it, “the 
warfare on individuals who have managed 
to keep themselves out of the poor-house 
while attending to public affairs is going 
to stop.”

The American Society for Psychical Re­ 
search has sent out a circular requesting 
that any person having some unuusal ex­ 
perience, such as an exceptionally vivid 
and disturbing dream, or a strong waking 
impression, amounting to a distinct hallu­ 
cination, concerning another person at a 
distance, make a statement of that fact 
promptly to the society. 
Also, that any 
remarkable connection between that ex­ 
perience and any other circumstance sub­ 
sequently discovered be made known in a 
second communication. The society might 
as well employ four-score secretaries and 
readers of letters at once. 
If a tenth of the 
people who have had some such experi­ 
ences comply with the request the office of 
the society will be inadequate to hold the 
letters, spacious as it is. 
The world has 
been speculating upon visions, coincident 
reality w ith strange dreams, and such like 
phenomena ever since man began to wonder 
and to reason. 
It was just about as near a 
solution of them at first as now. 
If there is 
some psychological principal controlling 
the phenomenon of dreaming aud thereaf­ 
ter realizing, or appearing to realize in 
fact the eveuts-of the dream ; or involved 
in and controlling that stranger phenom­ 
enon of seeming to realize th at which one 
believes he has dreamed or experienced, 
but how, or when, or where, he can 
never 
te ll; 
the 
society 
will 
not 
discover it by the means it now" proposes 
to employ. 
The testimony it will receive 
will be unreliable, for the reason that all 
men are misled by their fancy and de­ 
ceived by their imagination in such cases. 
No one of them with such experience will 
ever stand ready to take oath to the exact 
facts and conditions. 
They are always in­ 
volved in doubt, and hence no sure, safe 
basis can be laid for any reliable conclu­ 
sion. 
AVaking hallucinations are as un­ 
substantial as dream s; either may arise 
lrom a disordered stomach or troubled 
mind, and the victim of them is never 
able to determine that they do not. 
It 
will be testified by all who testify at all 
that this hearing of words or phrases that 
one has heard before, but where or how he 
cannot te ll; this seeing of an apparent ' 
bodily presence that presently vanishes; 
this dream ing of things that “ come to 
pass,” in nine cases out of ten are unim ­ 
portant ; trivial, indeed, and have no rela­ 
tion to any practical phase of life. 
The 
Society for Psychical Research can spend a 
century and millions of dollars in attem pt­ 
ing to determine a principle relating to 
the dreams and visions and hallucinations, 
and will then be as involved in doubt as 
now. 
The “ research ” to be attem pted is 
useless, a waste of time, and can profit no 
one.

S om e P ertin en t F a cts and S u ggestion s for 
P rotection o f H ea lth . 
Dr. Swarts, of Providence, K. I., read a 
paper before the Medical Society of that 
city, in which he gives the results of a 
series of experiments on various devices 
for filtering water at the mouth of the 
iaucet. 
Although these experiments were care­ 
fully made, his conclusions are wholly un­ 
favorable to any form of filter within his 
knowledge. 
lie reports that the Lest of 
them can only cleanse the water of possi­ 
ble microbes, or diseased germs, for a few 
hours after their first application. That 
after this time it is impossible to thor­ 
oughly clean the filter, and it becomes a 
place of deposit and accumulation of the 
germs themselves, which are liable to prop­ 
agate at the ordinary tem perature 
of 
kitchens at a very rapid rate. 
Thus the 
filter increases the difficulty rather than 
obviates it. 
He concludes th at the only safety iu the 
m atter is to use water that is known to lie 
pure, or that which has been boiled, and 
cooled with iee. 
This is a very sensible conclusion to 
arrive at. 
There can be no disease germs 
in boiled water; heat destroys animal life, 
us well a> the vegetable germs. 
Our agri­ 
cultural papers have for years advised this 
method of purifying water. 
Via! 
were 
this course more frequently pursued there 
would lie less trouble with jaundice and 
other liver ailments. 
The water of ponds, 
which are more or less shallow, and the 
listtoms, and surroundings often covered 
with a rank vegetable growth, are especi­ 
ally dangerous to drink, unboiled. 
Yet 
this is often done here, and the conse­ 
quence, which is sure sooner or later, to fol­ 
low this injudicious saving of a little labor, 
will often add sixty and a hundred fold, 
which might have been saved by a very 
little trouble at the start. 
Every one can­ 
not get iee for their water but all can get 
the cool night air, which our ocean sur­ 
roundings give us. 
And if water is boiled, 
aud hung out in the air over night, it will 
be cool and nice next morning, aud if kept 
in a stcne jug or jar, with a wet towel around 
it, or even a common pitcher will do, it 
would keep much cooler than it would in 
an ordinary pail, and the evaporation 
from the wet towel will dim inish the tem­ 
perature of the water as will he soon seen. 
Shallow wells have more or less sur­ 
face water aud should also lie boiled. 
It 
should boil up hut once and then taken 
off; a little lemon or vinegar put into a 
glass of boiling water will improve it and 
at the same time help to invigorate the 
system. 
W ater is the natural drink of 
man, hut it needs to be pure. 
In “ye 
olden times,” wells were not very numerous, 
not, as now, in every one’s back yard, but 
one well served for a whole town. 
The 
site was secured with a view to pure water, 
and the wells were rather expensive, but 
they were enduring, and served many 
times to perpetuate the name of the 
builder. 
Elijah was fed by the ravens, hut his 
drink was from a sparkling brook. 
Pure water cleanses the blood, as well as 
the system, of many impurities. 
Its free 
use will prolong life, and it is certainly one 
of God’s greatest blessings to man.

the region, and this subject is now under 
consideration by the Board. 
The Oroville exhibit was a remarkable 
one. It astonished the originators and ex­ 
hibitors themselves. They had no expecta­ 
tion of being able to make such an exten­ 
sive exhibit, but when the different fruit 
producers began to pour in their products, 
the am ount was larger than had been cal­ 
culated—s o il was with the last citrus ex­ 
hibition at Sacramento—it surpassed the 
expectations of everyone. 
H is estimated that some ten thousand 
people visited the Oroville exhibit. 
Prob­ 
ably three-quarters of those who visited 
that exhibit comprised those who had al­ 
ready made up their minds favorably as to 
the ability of Butte county to produce cit­ 
rus fruits. 
The Oroville exhibit was undoubtedly 
much more extensive and complete than 
the Placer county exhibit at Los Angeles, 
but the latter was visited by a much larger 
number of visitors, carefully estimated at 
from twenty-five to thirty thousand people, 
nine-tenths of whom were not aware of the 
possibilities of Central California. 
Therefore, I hold that the exhibit at Los 
Angeles was of more importance in itself, 
where it was made, than the exhibit at 
Oroville. 
1 would suggest that central and northern 
counties make up an exhibition next year 
for the especial purpose of exhibiting on a 
large and extensive scale at Lcs Angeles, 
or elsewhere in the State, where the largest 
num ber of visitors can be secured. 
When 1 see the advantages and benefits 
which have arisen from the present Los 
Angeles exhibit I cannot help coming to 
the conclusion, that that place is the best 
one to exhibit at. where the largest number 
of Eastern visitors can be found, and the 
probability is that next winter the im m i­ 
gration to California will be still larger 
than it has been this year. 
I have also been intluenced in my con­ 
clusions as to the locality of the proposed 
exhibition, by the reviews of the principal 
Los Angeles papers. 
I do not think they have been unkind to 
Placer county—rather the other way. 
At 
the same time there have been quite a 
num ber of articles in the Los Angeles 
newspapers referring to the I’lacer county 
exhibit which have rather damned with 
faint praise than encouraged by hearty ap­ 
proval. 
. 
Probably it w»uld have been too much 
to have expected that the Los Angeles 
papers 
would 
vigorously applaud the 
Placer 
county exhibit. 
Some of the 
papers there have 
remained 
discreetly 
silent regarding the exhibit, and those 
which have spoken out at all unfavorably 
have been prom ptly answered by Placer 
county men. 
Probably, upon the whole, the Placer 
county exhibit has been treated as fairly 
by the southern press as could have been 
expected. I note particularly an article in 
the Los Angeles E vening Exj>ress of Decem­ 
ber 27th, referring to the citrus fruits in 
the north, and referring to the citrus fair at 
Oroville, and of Placer county, which you 
so ably reviewed on Saturday last. 
Tbe article, while assuming that Placer 
county had placed on exhibition a very 
creditable display of oranges, exhibited 
nothing more th in had long been conceded 
by the Los Angeles press—" that oranges 
can be grown in some sheltered localities 
up north ”—adding, “ that the man who 
buys Placer county land, hoping to raise 
citrus fruits, is safe only when he has been 
there long enough to know that such fruits 
can be grown in the precise locality in 
which he buys.” And, “ A greater part of 
the county is so high up that snow falls 
and water freezes hard enough for skating. 
Other parts lie too low for citrus fruit 
raising, others are too much exposed. 
There are a few sheltered localities, just on 
the dividing line, where the orange and 
lemon will grow, and from these places 
come Placer's exhibit. 
Butte county is 
situated much like Placer. These are the 
only counties up north that make any pre­ 
tension to raising oranges tor profit. 
We 
are bound to conclude, on present evi­ 
dence, that citrus fruit-growing cannot be a 
profitable industry’ in Northern California. 
If any’ considerable num ber of orange 
trees are brought to bearing there, and any 
shipments of importance art made, we 
should cheerfully acknowledge the facts. 
Jn view of these facts, we cannot admit 
that Northern California presents favorable 
opportunities to the growers of citrus 
fruits.” 
“There are some few sheltered spots in 
the foothill counties where such fruits can 
be grown, but the planting of an orchard 
would be attended with some risk, and is 
something that the man of moderate moans 
will not care to undertake, as long as there 
is land with water in the south, at $200 or 
$300 per acre, which planted in oranges 
will produce right along, year after year 
without lail, fror. $500 to $1,000 profit per 
acre.” 
You will observe the successful efforts of 
the editor of that paper to illum inate the 
density of his grave doubts about northern 
citrus culture; and the paralytic efforts to 
associate snow, ice and elevated altitudes 
with 
such 
culture—well 
enough, 
no 
doubt, to chill the courage of Eastern visit­ 
ors, fleeing front an inclement blizzard re­ 
gion, who may be led to believe that the 
transit from the snow-sheds of the Sierras 
to the orange groves of Los Angeles is but 
a part and parcel of the mountain region, 
from which, if fortunate, he may emerge 
without frost-bitten ears. 
Inferences ot this character will continue 
to be given by interested parties in the 
south, and thousands will thus be diverted 
who otherwise would have been glad to 
have cast their lots in Central and North­ 
ern California, who will later on have cause 
of regret that they had not been better in­ 
formed. 
There is no better way to overcome false 
inferences of the character referred to, than 
for the central and northern counties of the 
State, by a united effort, to show up their 
products in such overwhelming strength 
and profusion that it ntay be apparent to 
any reasonable being, that hundreds of 
thousands of acres are lying about dormant 
in Central California, as applicable to the 
successful growing of citrus fruits, and per­ 
haps more so, everything considered, than 
any other equal area in the known world. 
Bv concluding upon this general plan of 
exhibition at an early day, amnle funds 
could be secured, and complete arange- 
ments could be made. From $20,000 to 
$30,000 could be expended in such an ex­ 
hibition to great advantage, and the money 
could be easily arranged for and delega­ 
tions sent from each county exhibiting. 
An immense amount of printed informa­ 
tion could be distributed, and if necessary 
a daily Dewspaper could be printed devotecl 
to the"exhibition, and ready to combat any 
false allegations, and tbe result would be 
an Inpouring of homeseekers. Tbe exhibit 
at Los Angeles was crowded from morning 
until late at night, and all tbe available 
printed information at hand was given out, 
not only for immediate reading, but for 
mailing" to Eastern friends, and Piacer 
comity is already receiving the benefit of 
the exhibit in tbe arrival of land-seekers at 
its various towns, and hundreds have ex­ 
pressed their intentions of making early 
visits, and among those who have already 
arrived are numbers who are already estab­ 
lished in the southern country, who have 
readily appreciated the importance of the 
great opportunities offered in Cential Cali­ 
fornia and the good results will undoubt­ 
edly be experienced for a long time to 
come. 
I trust these suggestions will be consid­ 
ered by tbe several counties most interested 
and will resnlt iu something definite and 
far-reaching for next season.

State K uard o f H ealth . 
The State Board of Health met in this 
city Thursday 
evening. 
Present—Orme 
(President), Briceland, Conner, Cole, Clu- 
ness and Tyrrell. 
A communication was received from the 
San Francisco Board of H ealth, asking 
that inspectors be placed on incoming 
trains, to prevent the spread of small-pox. 
The communication was placed on file. 
The Secretary was instructed to inform 
the Boards of Health of other States of 
the presence in California of a num ber of 
cases of small-pox. 
On motion, it was resolved that the Sec­ 
retary by authorized to have printed and 
distributed 10,000 copies of a circular giv­ 
ing information regarding the treatm ent of 
small-pox, preventive measures, disinfect­ 
ants, etc. Secretary Tyrrell reported that 
during December 86 cases of small-pox 
were reported in San Francisco, and that 
there are several cases in Oakland. There 
are also, lie said, cises at Olema, Marin 
co u n ty ; Redding, North Bloomfield and 
Stockton. 
A communication from Governor W ater­ 
man was read, urging upon the Board the 
necessity of taking immediate action to 
prevent the spread of contagious disease. 
The Governor assured the Board that they 
would have his indorsement iu making 
any expenditure which they might deem 
proper. 
Dr. Cluness moved that, in view of the 
prevalence of small-pox, the Secretary be 
requested to communicate with the Boards 
of Supervisors of the State, urging upon 
them the necessity of appointing local 
Boards of Health in their respective dis­ 
tricts, and instruct them as to the best 
methods of preventing an extension of 
small-pox. 
It was decided to have train and steamer 
inspectors located at Tulare, Truckee, San 
Pedro, San Diego and Santa Barbara. The 
inspectors are to be instructed to impress 
upon tbe public the fact that in vaccination 
and re-vaccination alone lies the only cer­ 
tain protection from small-pox. 
Dr. Clttntss took a stand against bovine 
virus. 
He said that he believes that of the 
thousands and tens of thousands of people 
vaccinated recently in San Francisco with 
bovine virus, the operation did not “ take” 
in more than ten cases in one hundred. 
He believed bovine virus responsible for 
the spread of the small-pox. 
Humanized 
virus will “ take” in ninety-nine cases out 
of one hundred. The belief that there is 
great danger of the transmission of the 
disease 
by 
vaccination is a 
popular 
and 
wide spread 
error. 
The 
doctor 
said 
he 
would 
be 
perfectly 
willing 
to have his arm inoculated with virus 
taken from the arm of a child suffering 
with leprosy, provided he knew the virus 
had been taken at the proper tim e—the 
eighth day. 
The Secretary was authorized to supply 
representatives of the Board witli virus 
without charge; also local Boards of Health, 
on evidence of inability to pay. 
Secretary Tyrrell was instructed to com­ 
municate with California's representatives 
in Congress, and to urge on them the ne­ 
cessity of the passage of the quarantine 
bills submitted by the Board.

Secretary of Slate for California—Dkau Sir : 
Quite a i umber of people from Nova Scotia 
trunk of taking up lauds in California.

we hope to make the number up to fifty famil es, 
so that we may meke a settlement by ourselves, 
and start w ith society and all tbai goes to make

cation, and ail are well educated. All have 
some 
means. 
They 
do

winter, etc. We propose taking up land and 
settling on it, maintaining ourselves from its 
products. 
Now what we want is information on these 
poin s and any others you may think of value: 
1. Can we get a tract of land sufficient for say 
fifty lamllies, that wifi not be far irom shipping 
facilities of some sort ?

An inspection of the children’s hom e 
was th en m ade, and its details and conve- ’ 
niences for the purposes for which it was 
built adm ired. T he structure cost $25.008 
exclusive of grounds, and the furnishings 
nearly $5.000. 
T he hom e is now open lor 
th e purposes intended, and adds another 
charity to the m any in this city. T he en ­ 
tire cost was borne by Mrs. Leland Stan­ 
ford. T he building is on the site of the 
house in which Mrs. Stanford's parents 
lived, and in which she and their other 
children 
were 
born. 
Mrs. 
Stanford’s 
m other owned this house until her death 
and then left it to her other children, and 
Mrs. Stanford bought it from the other 
heirs, with the intention of erecting ttiere 
som e charitable institution as a m em orial. 
She finally decided to m ake it a home for 
the children of w orking women, and the 
ages at w hich these children will be re­ 
ceived are from three weeks old to six 
years. 
As a rule children will only be 
kept there through the day w hile their 
m others are at work, and will be given 
breakfast as soon as brought there in the 
m ornings, and o th er m eals during the day. 


THE BUILDING 
Is 38 feet front by 75 deep, and three stories 
in big h t w ith high basem ent, 
it is m ost 
com plete in detail throughout. 
Tire base­ 
m ent contains th e kitctien, a refectory 
14x37 feet, a servants’ room, bo ler-room. 
etc. T he entrance floor is divided into a 
lobby w hich opens on the west into the 
m anager's room, on the east into the recep­ 
tion-room , and on the south into th e m ain 
hall. 
E ast of tile hall is a chapel, 34x 14 j 
feet, which opens into th e reception-room 
by folding doors. 
On th e west is a school­ 
room -11x14 feet. 
Tin* second story con­ 
tains two nurseries 244x15, a play-room 
41ixl5 feet, and the m atron’s room . On 
the th ird iloor are two large dorm itories 
and four servants’ room s.

is stated as being 20,000 in California, 80,­ 
000 in Florida and 3,000 in Louisiana ; 
ami of lemons, California 5,000 and Flor­ 
ida 10,0(H). 
The acreage adapted to the 
cultivation of the fruit, and not in use, is 
placed at 500,000 in California and con­ 
siderable in Florida and Ixiuisiana. 
The 
number of orange trees now planted is 2,­ 
000,000 ill California, 3,000,000 in Florida 
and 1,000,000 in Louisiana. 
Of lemon 
trees there are 250,000 in California and 
300,000 in Florida. 
The trees will pro­ 
duce from three to five boxes of fruit each, 
and will last from fifty to one hundred 
years. 
The estimated crop for this year is 
1.000.000 boxes of oranges and 1(10.000 
boxes of lemons in California, 1,100,000 
boxes of oranges in Florida, and 600,000 
barrels of oranges in Louisiana. 
N ext 
year’s crop is estimated at 1,500,000 boxes 
of oranges and 300,OIK) boxes of lemons in 
California, 2,000,000 boxes of oranges and 
1(>0,000 Imixi-s of lemons in Florida, ami 
only 30,000 barrels of oranges in Louisiana 
on account of heavy frosts last winter. 
When the trees now planted are in full 
fruitage, which will he five vears hence,
